A SECOND ATTEMPT TO SOLVE 
THE POISON-MAILING 
PROBLEM. 


At the instance of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers of Medicinal 
Products a bill has been simultaneously 
introduced in the House and the Senate 
to permit, under an amendment to Sec- 
tion 217 of the National Criminal Code, 
the mailing of poisons, and articles and 
compositions containing poisons which 
are not outwardly or of their own force 
dang°rous to life, health and property. 
Under the present law such items—nv 
matter how useful or necessary they 
may be to art, industry and the sciences 
—are unmailable. 

In April of this year th? first definite 
ruling from the Post Office Department 
was obtained as to the mailability of 
poisons, which had been a_ disputed 
point for more than four years, or since 
the time a Western manufacturer of 
pharmaceutical specialties had been 
prosecuted for mailing a package of 509 
tablets containing one-tw2nty-fourth 
grain of heroin to a wholesale drug 
house located in Boston. 

Existing laws provide that the Post- 
master-General may admit such poisons 
or compounds of poisons to the mails 
when prepared and packed for mailing 
in accordance with regulations which h2 
should establish, but which as yet have 
not been established, thus automatically 
shutting such materials from the mails. 
Further than this, it is a qu2stion 
whether the power thus granted to the 
Postmaster-General is constitutional, 
since section 217 of the Criminal Code 
creates an offens2 and then gives an 
executive officer power to amend the 
criminal law by admitting the prohib- 
ited articles to the mails under specified 
conditions. 

The amendment as proposed by the 
N. A. M. M. P., which will be found in 
full elsewhere in this issue of the Re- 
porter, is believed by its sponsors to 
effect what was originally intended by 
Congress. “ Under its provisions it will 
not be unlawful to mail poisons and 
articles and composition containing poi- 
sons not outwardly and of their own 
forces dangerous to health and life if 
they are securely packed. Further, the 
amendment recognizes the power of the 
Postmaster-General to prescribe rules 
and regulations for the preparation and 
packing of such poisons for the mails, 
but it does not make the right to mail 
depend upon the exercise of such power. 
This latter proviso is in line with recent 
decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States which set forth that it is 
not unconstitutional for Congress to 
confer upon executives the power to 
make administrative regulations, and 
when so doing to provide a penalty for 
disobedience to such regulations, 

This is the second bill to be intro- 
duced in Congress within a year to put 
an end to the deplorable conditions 
which have been a great handicap to 
both pharmacy and medicine since the 
original prosecution under the poison- 
mailing laws. At the request of the

SULPHURIC AND NITRIC ACIDS 
AND WHY PRICES HAVE 
EASED OFF. 


There are more second-hand sellers in 
the acid market today than ever be- 
fore in the history of the trade, and 
the reason therefor is not so deeply 
hidden that it cannot be uncovered. 
Possibly in no other field is the direct 
effect of war-time demands upon pro- 
duction better illustrated than in the 
the market for sulphuric and nitric 
acids, since not only has there been 
an enormously increased domestic 
consumption, but to this must be 
added a direct export demand—prin- 
cipally from Great Britain—which has 
resulted in further unprecedented de- 
mands upon domestic producers, par- 
ticularly of sulphuric acid. What this 
foreign demand has been is illustrated 
by the following comparison of the 
eleven months’ exports of sulphuric 
acid for years 1914, 1915 and 1916, 
ending in May:

On Thursday last the government 
filed in the United States District 
Court at Baltimore a notice of appeal 
from Judge Rose’s decision in the gov- 
ernment suit against the American 
Can Company, which was begun No- 
vember 29, 1913. The case will now go 
to the U. S. Supreme Court. In the 
final decree signed by Judge Rose on 
July 7 the court refused to dissolve the 
alleged trust. 


Of the more than 300 companies and 
individuals engag2d in oil operations in 
Mexico 245 are pronounced legitimate 
by the de facto government. By this it 
is meant that this number have com- 
plied with all the decre2s of the govern- 
ment in the matter of registering, pay- 
ing dues and taxes and meeting other 
requirements. All of these companies 
and individuals are also possessed of 
more or less oil land. 


The Cosden Oil and Gas Company has 
declared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 2% per cent. on the common stock 
and an extra dividend of 1 per cent. on 
the common, both payable S*ptember 
20. The company has also declared the 
regular quarterly dividend of 1% per 
cent. on the preferred, payable Septem- 
ber 1. It is stated that the June and 
July net earnings of the company were 
about $1,000,000 each month. 


A reorganization of the Clarence 
Cottman Company, importers of nitrate 
of soda and other fertilizer materials, 
at Baltimore, as the successor of the firm 
founded by the late Clarence Cottman, 
has been completed, and incorporation 
papers have been filed by Thomas E. 
Cottman, Jesse Slingluff, L. Vernon 
Miller, Lucius Q. C. Lamar and George 
D. Pelton, all of Baltimore. The capital 
stock of the company is to be $200,000. 
The new company will have control of 
a big wharf at Canton, now under con- 
struction. 


The Roessler & Hasslacher Chemical 
Company has received the gold medal 
and certificate awarded to that com- 
pany by the International Jury of 
Awards at the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition for its exhibits of 
sodium cyanide, used in solution for 
the extraction of precious metals; 
“cyanegg,” for fumigation in horti- 
culture, and “cyanogram,” in granular 
form, for heat treatment and case 
hardening. This medal and certificate 
have been added to the numerous other 
medals and prizes previously awarded 
to this company. 


Receiver Landon, of the Kansas

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DYESTUFFS SCHEDULE 
FURTHER MODIFIED 


Indigo, Natural and Synthetic, 
Must Pay Specific Duty, Despite 
Attempt to Place Natural Dye on 
Free List. 


MEDICINAL MANUFACTURERS 
WIN FROTEST ON ALCOHOL 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 

The dyestuffs schedule of the revenue 
Lill as finally reported to the Senate from 
the Committee on Finance on Wednesday 
contained no changes from the sched- 
ule reported to the Democratic cau- 
cus of the Senate and reproduced in the 
Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter in its issue 


as 


of August 14, except the following:— 
The words “salicylic acid’’ in para- 
graph i of Schedule A of section 1 of 
an act entitled an act to reduce tariff 
duties approved October 3, 1913, are re- 
pealed, 

The caucus struck out the recommen- 


dation of the Democrats of the Senate 
Committee which would have removed all 
existing duties on dyestuffs and articles 


enumerated in the dyestuff schedule un- 
til the ciose of the war in Europe. The 
aucus also amended the clause provid- 
ing that the proposed tariff on dyestuffs 
should not go mto effect until the close 
of the war so that it now reads as fol- 
lows: 

“That until the termination of 
the present European war, or until 
the conditions of importations of 
the articles therein specified shall 
have been substantially restored, 
which shall be evidenced by the 
pioclamation of the President of 
the United States to that effect, 
the provisions of Title V (dyestuffs 


schedule) of this act shall not take 
effect or become operative.’”’ 

As originally drawn, this clause merely 
stated that these duties should not go 
into effect until the close of the Euro- 
pean war, and made no provision for 
their becoming effective should the con- 
aitions of importations be restored. 


No Exemption for Indigo. 


The 


Democratic caucus decided, in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of 
the committee, that there should be no 


exemption from the payment of the spe- 
cific tax of 6 cents a pound on natural 
and synthetic alizarin, and dyes obtained 
from alizarin, anthracene, and carbazol, 
and natural and synthetic indigo and 
all indigoids, whether or not obtained 
from indigo. These dyes will have to 
puy the specific tax just as do the other 
dyes, along with the ® per cent. ad va- 
lorem tax. There was an effort made 
to have natural indigo exempted from 
this specific tax, but it failed. 

‘The dyestuffs schedule promises to be 
a center of attack during the considera- 
tion of the bil! in the Senate and perhaps 
during the conference that will follow 
between the two houses of Congress. 
The attempt of the Democrats to avoid, 
or at least to postpone, the abandonment 
of their cld free trade doctrine for a 
protective tariff on dyes, is bound to 
draw the fire of some of the Republicans 
in the Senate, Who will insist that there 
is nv reason why these duties should 
not be made effective on the passage of 
the bill. 


Lippitt Favors Postponement. 


On the other hand, at least one Repub- 
lican Senator, Lippitt, of Rhode Island, 
is in part responsible for the action of 
the Democratic caucus and the Demo- 


cratic members of 
in postponing the 
duties. 

Also, some of the Democratic Senators, 
including Senator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, who are strongly opposed to the 
imposition of a protective tariff on dye- 
stuffs because of their undying opposi- 
tion to the principle of protection, are 
expected to make an attempt to do away 
entirely with the dyestuffs schedule. 
However, the dictum has gone forth from 
the White House that such a schedule 
is to be enacted into law, and that be- 
ing the case, there seems to be little 
chance for its being thrown into the 
discard. 

The House leaders have not yet studied 
the Senate oill, they say, sufficiently to 
declare what their position will be in re- 
gara to it. It is not believed in the 
Senate, however, that there will be any 
serious opposition on the part of the 
Democrats of the House to the plan to 
postpune the day when the tariff on dye- 
stuffs shall become effective until the 
close of the European war. They are ex- 
pected to fall in with this proposal for 
the same reasons that it appealed to 
the Democrats of the Senate. 


Medicinal Compounds 


The clause placing a tax on “each bot- 
tle or other container of liqueurs, cordials

or similar compounds,’’ which, as pro- 
vided in the House bill, would have laid 
a heavy burden upon medicinal com- 


pounds in the opinion of the druggists 
and manufacturers of proprietary medi- 
cines, etc., was modified by the Senate 
Committee and Democratic caucus s0 
that medicinal compounds will escape 
the tax. This clause now reads as fol- 
lows :— 

“On each bottle or other con- 
tainer or liqueurs, cordials, or 
similar compounds, by whatever 
mame sold or offered for sale, con 
taining sweet wine, fortified with 
grape brandy under the provisions 
of paragraph C of this section, 1% 
eents on each one-half pint or 
fraction thereof; not containing 
such sweet wines, three-fourths of 
one cent on each one-half pint or 
fraction thereof.” 


OIL PAINT AND 


The following language also was 
stricken from the bill in an effort to stiil 


further safeguard the medicinal com- 
pounds from tax:— 


“The taxes imposed by this sec- 
tfon shall not apply to medicinal 
compounds prepared by retail 
druggists or physician’s prescrip- 
tion, where the quantity of such 
—- does not exceed one-half 
pint.”’ 


The inference from this language, if it 
remains in the bill, would be that medic- 
inal compounds exceeding one-half pint 
would be taxed, 

When the bill was reported to the Sen- 
ate, it was with the understanding that 
it would not be taken up for considera- 
tion for two or three days in order that 
the Republicans might have an oppor- 
tunity to study it. Senator Simmons gave 
it as his opinion that the bill could be 
disposed of in the Senate within three or 
four days. But other Senators consider 
that ten days is nearer the time that 
will be consumed fn its consideration in 
the Senate. 


Incomes from Oil and Gas Wells. 


The portion of the revenue Dill relat- 
ing to tax upon incomes provides that in 
computing net incomes in the case of a 
citizen or resident of the United States, 
of a non-resident alien, of a corporation, 
joint stock company or organization or 
insurance company organized in the 
United States or a corporation joint stock 
cumpany Or organization or insurance 
company organized, authorized or exist- 
ing under the laws of any foreign coun- 
try there shall be allowances of deduc- 
tions from the amount of income in the 
fullowing among other insances:— 

“In the case of oil and gas wells 
a reasonable allowance for actual 
reduction in flow and production to 
be ascertained not by the flush 
tlow, but by the settled production 
of regular flow under rules and 
regulations to be prescribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury.”’ 

Reason for Tax on Medicinal 

Compounds, 


Senator Simmons, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance, in submitting 
a written report to the Senate on the 
revenue bill, and referring to the omis- 
sion of the tax imposed by the House 
bill upon medicinal compounds contain- 
ing wines or spirits, says the present 
law imposes no taxes upon medicinal 
compounds, and the committee sees no 
reason why it should be imposed, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that no con- 
siderable revenue would be realized 
therefrom. 


Dyestuffs and Alcohol in Tank Cars. 


Of dye stuffs and alcohol in tank cars 
the committee says:— 


No 


“Your committee recommends 
that the dyestuff free list as con- 
tained in the House bill be re- 


stricted so as to include only chem- 
icals that are really crudes, and 
not those which belong to the in- 
termediate class. They have trans- 
ferred these advanced products to 
the dutiable list, 

“Your committee recommends 
that medicinals, flavors and syn- 
thetic phenolic resins be added to 
group 3, and that alizarin, indigo, 
and dyes obtained therefrom be 
placed upon a parity with the 
other articles specified in group 3, 
and be required to pay the addi- 
tional tax of 5 cents per pound. 

“Your committee believes it un- 
desirable, in view of the present 
conditions, to impose these _ in- 
creased duties upon coal-tar prod- 
ucts at the present time, so they 
propose an amendment to the effect 
that the provisions of this title of 
the bill shall not take effect until 
after the termination of the pres- 
ent European war, or until condi- 
tions of importations of these ar- 
ticles shall become normal, such 
time to be evidenced by proclama- 
tion of the President. 

“Your committee also proposes 
an amendment allowing the trans- 
fer of alcohol in tanks or tank 
cars from the distillery to the ports 
of export of alcohol intended for 
exportation. Under the present law 
it cannot be exported from the 
distillery, except in the original 
packages.” 


Entered Values of German Dyes to 
Stand. 


Customs authorities at the Port of New 
York intimated last week that the valua- 
tion of the German dyes brought in on 
the submarine Deutschland would not 


be the subject of controversy between 
the importers of the government. The 
advisory classification, requested of the 
New York appraising officials, has been 
completed and forwarded to Baltimore. 
It is not known upon what basis the 
appraising officials valued these dyes as 
this information is kept secret unless the 
merchandise becomes the subject of liti- 
gation before the customs tribunals. The 
importers entered the colors at advances 


of from 50 to 300 per cent., and it was 
stated, unofficially, that the consignees 


cerrectly represented the values in Ger- 
many at the date of export. It is not 
thought that the valuations as fixed by 
the customs officials will warrant the 
importers protesting to the Board of Gen- 
eral Appraisers. 


Artificial Dye Manufacturers Hold 


Organization Meeting. 


A preliminary meeting of men imter- 
ested in the manufacture of artificial 
dyestuffs in different parts of this coun- 
try was held last week at 1200 Broadway, 
at the call of Arthur Hirsch, when mat- 
ters pertaining to the formation of a 
national association were discussed, al- 
though no plan of organization was an-

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NATURAL DYES GROWN IN 
PHILIPPINE ISLANDS 





Wide Variety Cited by Bureau of 
Science of the Islands, but 
Growth of Synthetic Dye Indus- 
try Here Makes Development of 
Field There Improbable. 


In view of the many inquiries as to 
the possible position of the Philippine 
Islands as producers of vegetable dye- 
stuffs, following the shortage in dye sup- 
ply in this country, the Bureau of Sci- 
ence of the islands has prepared a re- 
view of the subject, which, however, de- 
clares that in view of the increased manu- 
facture of synthetic dyestuffs in the 
United States, the lack of available raw 
materials and the large amount of cap- 
ital required to start the industry, the 
conditions in the Philippines are believed 
unfavorable to the development of the 
natural dyestuffs industry there. The 
review, in abstract form, however, does 
give the following interesting informa- 
tion in regard to the natural dyestuffs 
of the Philippines:— 

Probably more than 100 species of 
plants containing valuable color principles 
are found in the Philippines, and many 
mvure undoubtedly could be readily culti- 
vated. In many cases the colors pro- 
duced are inferior in quality, being either 
fugitive or not clear. As the plants that 


yield dyeing materials grow wild and 
often are widely scattered, the supply is 
unreliable and _ insufficient. Little has 


been done toward developing the manu- 
facture of local coloring materials, and 
until there is an intensive cultivation of 
the necessary plants, and the capital nec- 
essary for the enterprise can be secured, 
there is little prospect of commercial suc- 
cess. 


Only Two Plants Commercially Im- 


portant. 
Only two Philippine dye plants are com- 
mercially important. These are indigo 


and sappan or sibucao. Others are used 
locally, but scarcely enter into domestic 
commerce, much less into the external 


commerce of the archipelago. 

Indigo (Indigofera tinctoria Linn. and 
I. suffructicosa Mill.), locally known as 
tayum, tayom, tagum, pauay, tayum- 
tayum, and tagung-tagung, has been in 
the past extensively cultivated in some 
parts of the Philippines, and the pre- 
pared product entered extensively into 
the export trade. With the development 
of the coal-tar dye industry and the 
manufacture of artificial indigo, how- 
ever, the cultivation of indigo as a com- 
mercial crop in the islands practically 
ceased. Indigo is still cultivated on a 
small scale in some parts of Northern 
Luzon, but only to supply a limited local 
demand for blue coloring matter. It Is 
possible that the extraction of natural 
indigo might be profitable at present, but 
the rehabilitation of the indog industry 
would take time and a considerable in- 
vestment of capital in extraction vats, 
with the practical certainty that at the 
close of the war the industry would sut- 
fer from the competition of coal-tar prod- 
ucts. 


Exported in Considerable Quantities 
to Southern China. 


Sappan or sibucao (Czsalpinia sappan 
Linn.) is a shrub or small tree, and is 
widely distributed in the settled areas of 
the Philippines, at low and medium alti- 
tudes. lt is not systematically culti- 
vated, yet in a few districts such as Gui- 
maras Island and parts of Panay, it ts 
found im great abundance. In general, 
it appears only as a widely scattered 


tree. It has valuable properties and 
yields a red dye. The wood is annually 
exported in considerable quantities to 


Southern China. 

Exports of sappan wood from the Philip- 
pines to China, exclusive of Hong Kong, 
in 1914 amounted to 1,515,756 pounds, val- 
ued at $6,537, and to Hong Kong amount- 
ed to 621,597 pounds, valued at $2,857. Dur- 
ing 1913 the exports to China, exclusive 


of Hong Kong, amounted to _ 1,173,036 
pounds, valued at $4,417, and to Hong 
Kong, 1,358,258 pounds, valued at $4,707. 


No sales to other countries are on record. 

This wood yields about 2 per cent. of 
coloring material by extraction with 
water. For the export trade, the color 
should be extracted from the wood and 
the water evaporated, thus reducing 
freight charges. A former member of 
the Bureau of Science has shown that 
this wood contains brazilin, the coloring 
matter found in brazilwood. Brazilin is 
not a fast dye, and an objection to it is 
that it is very sensitive to acids and 
alkalis. 


Various Sources for Brown Dyes. 


Brown dyes are obtained from numer- 
ous plants, chiefly from the shrub or 
small tree known as bancudo, or nino 
(Morinda indica Linn.), certain of the 
mangrove trees, such as ceriops and bru- 
guiera, the bark of xylocarpus (tabigue 
or nigui), and from numerous others less 
important. Many of these barks are use- 
ful in tanning as well as in dyeing. 

Bancudo is the well-known al dye of 
India. It requires the use of a mordant, 
since it does not dye cotton directly. Cot- 
ton mordanted with tannin is colored 
dark red by bancudo. 


Black dyes are secured from Heritiera 


litoralis Dry. (dungon late), a common 
coastal tree, and from some species of 
Hibiscus, Semecarpus, Terminalia and 
Diospyros. The determining character in 
most cases is the presence of tannin in 
large quantities. 

Yellow dyes of minor importance are 
secured from the seeds of Bixa orellana 
Linn. (achuete); from the wood of Nau- 


clea (bancal); from Carthamus tinctorius 
Linn., which is occasionally cultivated as 
a dye plant; from the bark of the com- 
mon mango; from some species of Vitex 
(molave); and from ligtang, a woody 
vine having yellow wood rich in ber- 
berine. 

Berberine is found in several plants of 
the Philippine Islands. Cloth dyed with 
it Goes not show as bright a yellow as 
that dyed with turmeric, but it has the 
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virtue of being much faster to light than 
the latter. 


Cultivation of Turmeric May Be- 
come Important. 


Turmeric (Curcuma longa Lam.), 
locally known as dilao, is an herbaceous 
plant of the ginger family. The yellow 
fleshy rootstocks are utilized for dyeing 
yellow, but the color soon fades. The 
plant does not occur in sufficient quanti- 


ties in the Philippines to yield a useful 
supply of the rhizomes. However, its 
cultivation is a simple matter, and it 
can be propagated very readily. It is 
extensively cultivated in parts of India, 
but chiefly for its value as a constituent 


part of curry powder. Im the Philippines 
it needs cultivation and exploitation to 
become of commercial importance. 


Peristrophe tinctoria Nees, an herba- 


cevus plant widely scattered in the set- 
tled areas in the Visayan Islands and 
sometimes cultivated on a small scale, 
yields a beautiful red dye, which is 
locally utilized in the Philippines. The 
parts used are the tender shoots and 
young leaves. This material can be 


crushed in a mortar and the resulting 
pulp dried and preserved for future use. 
lt is very doubtful that the plant can 
be obtained in sufficient quantities or 
that its commercial utilization is possi- 
ble. It is known as deora, taoda, and 
calaora in Mindanao and Negros. 


Director of Bureau of Engraving 


and Printing Expects Some 


Color Material. 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 
Ralph, of the Bureau of Ea- 
and Printing, states that he has

not obtained direct from the Deutschland 
colors needed in the work of his bureau 
here, but there was in the cargo a quan- 
tity of erosine which is a raw material 
from which so many of the colors used 
by him are made, and he expects some 


of the dealers who purchased this cargo 


will supply the government. The dyes 
used by the Bureau of Engraving and 
'rinting are dry colors, whereas, the 
cargo of the Deutschland are in pulp 
form. Mr. Ralph has not yet been given 
the prices that will be asked for these 
colors. He said one of the dealers had 


written to him saying that in this cargo 
there is a limited quantity of bromo and 
flucresic acid, both of which can be used 
for making lakes or pigments. The ero- 
ought over by the Deutschland 
is highiy concentrated and will be mixed 
with boride and base whites for use by 
the bureau.

Substitutes for Aniline-Colored 
Paper. 


The new wall papers shown last week 
in New York city hotels, at the advance 
exhibition of styles to visiting jobbers 
from all parts of the country, show a 
decided prevalence of colors that can be 
made without the use of aniline dyes. 
Only one or two red papers were seen 
few greens. Putty color, tans, 
light grays and pearl tones, and the vari- 
ous pastel shades were generally noted; 
also a great number of patterns having 
white grounds. Black and white papers 
are still seen, but not in such pronounced 
patteriis as last season. Blues are more 
frequent than they have been for some 


and very 


years. One manufacturer showed a few 
high grade papers, printed in oil colors 
from etched copper rolls, in which the 


colorings were strong and rich, but this 
concern (the cott-a-lap .Company, of 
Somerville, N. J.) has recently erected 
a plant at Bound Brook, N. J., for manu- 
facturing dyes. 


Some of the American manufacturers 


of adhesives have solved the problem 
of making a substitute for the potato 


dextrin, formerly imported from Germany 
for the purpose of mixing colors for wall 
paper printing. 

Wall paper prices have advanced on 
account of the scarcity of paper, and 
few of the manufacturers are willing to 
guarartee deliveries. Most of them an- 
ticipate cutting down their product to 
8) per cent. of the normal output. 

The “mica’’ papers and “gilts” requir- 
ing powdered mica and bronze powders 
in their manufacture were much less in 
evidence than they were before the Eu- 
ropean war. Some of the manufactur- 
ers of the cheaper jobbing lines, who 
formerly made these goods im large va- 
riety, did not show them at all, 





New York Dye Importers Receive 
Part of Deutschland Cargo. 


From 1,000 tons to 500, then to 280 and 
now—Ceducting cases and packing and 
getting down to met dyes—between 125 
and 150 tons of dyes from the holds of 
the Deutschland have been received, in 
whele or in part, by the Cassella Color 
Company, H. A. Metz & Co., the Kalle 
Color & Chemical Company, and others, 
but still the amounts vary, and the total 
claimed does not approximate the amount 
claimed to have been received via sub- 
mersible.

itrels more than in 1914 About 28,500,- 
“#0 barrels were produced in the Tuxpam 
ti ! 10.0,00 at Panueo, and 500,000 bar- 
rel eactk it Topila and EKEbano. Prac- 
t i ii of the output of the Tuxpam 
field comes from three wells:—The 
Hitiasteca Petroleum Company's Juan 
Cusiano No. 7, the Mexican Eagle Com- 
pany’s Potrero del Liano No. 4, and the 
Penn-Mex Fuel Company's Alamo No. 2. 
The lirst two wells are among the oldest 
oroducing wells in the Tampico fields, 


liaving been completed during the latter 
part of 1910, since when they have been 
producing steadily from 20,000 to 40,000 
berrels per day, their present production 
being 2s great as the day they were 
brought in. 

on February 12, the Huasteca Petro- 
leum Company brought in a gusher at 
Cerro Azul, which came in With such a 
force that the derrick was completely 
demolished and the tools were blown 500 
feet in the air This new well has been 
conservatively estimated to have a_pro- 
duction anywhere from 200,Q00 to 25),000 
barrel per day, and will more than 
double the production of the Huasteca 
Petroleum Company’s holdings 

Most of the large wells in Panuco were 
shut in during the spring of 1915, when 
transportation on the Panuco River was 
suspended It is partly on this account 
and partly on account of the searcity of 
oil-carrying steamers that the Panuco 
fields show a decreased production when 
compared with the preceding year. 


Potential Production. 


The quantity of oil actually produced 
in the Tampico fields must not be con- 
fused with the potential production. For 
instanee, many producing wells are closed 
in altogether, ae many others that can 
not be entirely shut in are pinched down 
to a miaimum This is especially true 
of the Panuco field, where a number of 
large wells have been shut in during the 
greater part of the last two years. For 
instance, the big gusher of the Dutch 
Shell Petroleum Company, that has an 
estimated production of 100,000 barrels per 
day. has been closed down to a mini- 
mum ever since it was brought in almost 
two vears ago. It has been estimated 
that not over 500,000 barrels of oil from 
this well have been shipped out of Mex- 
ico An idea of Mexico's position as an 
oil-producing country can be obtained 
from an accurate estimate of the poten- 
tial production of the Tampico fields 
per day In the Tuxpam field 458 wells 
have a potential production of 507,500 bar- 
rels, in the Panuco field the potential 
of 52 wells is 281,00 barrels, in the ropila 
field that of 16 wells is 7,40 barrels, and 
of 4 scattered wells it is 6,700 barrels. 

Thus, while the gezregate potential 
production is 803,100 barrels per day the 
average daily production does not amount 
to over %200 barrels, of which fully S),- 
0 barrels are taken from the welis in 
the Tuxpam fields and 10,000 barrels from 
the Panuco field. This daily average is, 
of course, liable to fluctuation, as is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that the potential 
production of the Tuxpam fields was re- 
cently increased by 200,000 barrels when 
the  Huasteca Petroleum Company 
brought in its big gusher at Cerro Azul. 





Increased Shipments of Crude oil. 


The shipments of crude oil, distillate, 
and the lighter products ot the topping 
plants in 1915 amounted to approximately 
24.381.101 barrels, an increase of 3,706,744 
barrels over the preceding year. The 
bulk of the oil shipped last year was 
crude, there being only 461,140 barrels 
of the lighter products shipped during the 
entire year. 








The clearances from Tampico during 


1915 amounted to 11,742,159 barrels, and 
from Tuxpam 12,638,942 barrels. Tampico’s 
clearances show a slight decrea as com- 
pared with 19144, when 11,746,% barre!Is 
were shipped. Consular invoices show 
that 10,095,122 barrels were shipped to che 
United States, and 123,866 to Porto Rico. 

Shipments trom Tuxpam amounted to 
12,638,942 barrels, which is a decided im- 
crease over 1914, owing to the fact that 
the Penn-Mex Fuel Company commenced 
shipments during the early part of the 
year. Heretofore the only shipments 
made from Tuxpam were by the Mexi- 
ean Eagle Oil Company, a British com- 
pany. 

It is interesting to note the steady in- 
crease in shipments from Tampico and 
‘'uxpam to South American ports. Last 
year 1,394,627 barrels were shipped to 
Brazil, Uruguay, and Argentina, as com- 
pared with 195,138 barrels in 1914 

The United States took the bulk of the 
crude oil, being credited with 10,218,95s 
barrels from Tampico and 7,741,350 from 
Tuxpam. Mexico received 4,620,258 bar- 
reis coastwise, all of which, with the ex- 
ception of a few small shipmenis to Vera 
Cruz for railroad fuel, went to the re- 
finery of the Eagle Oil Company at Mini- 
titlan. ‘The distribution of oil by coun- 
tries follows:—To the United States, 17,- 
9,358 barrels; Mexican coastwise, 4.620,- 
S89 barrels; South America, 1,394,627 bar- 
rels; United Kingdom (for orders), 181,- 
202 barrels; Panama, 119,522 barrels; Iu- 
rope, 9 barrels; Central America and 
West Indies, 48,884 barrels; total, 24,381,- 
101 barrels. 



















Government Decrees Affecting Pe- 
troleum Industry. 

The most ingportant government de- 

cree affecting the oil industry during 1915 

was the decree of Vera Cruz, of Janu-

To Place Natural Gas Pipelines 
Under Interstate Commerce 


Commission. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 

A bill to place natural gas pipelines 
under the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today was favorably reported from 
the Senate Committee on the Judiciary. 


Senator Reed, of Missouri, introduced 
this bill on the 11th instant, the early 
iavorable report unon it resulting from 
the fact that the similar bill was intro- 
duced by Mr. Reed, reported to the Sen- 
ate by this committee and passed by the 
Senate in the last session of Congress. It 
Wis then sent to the House and hearings 
were held upon it by the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, but the 
measure was not acted upen by the 
committee. 

Senaior Reed's interest in this bill was 
largely brought about by the controversy 
that has taken place over the natural 
gas supply of Kansas City, Mo., where 
there has been some insistence that p.pe- 
lines supplying natural gas should be 
made common carriers. The bill would 
particularly effect the gathering of nat- 
ural gas from the mid-continent field. 

This bill is an amendment of section 7 
of the act to regulate commerce ap- 
proved February 4, 1887, and simply 
places natural gas pipelines on the same 
footing with oil pipelines. 


New Oil Flurry in Petrolia District, 
Canada. 


Toronto, Can., Aug, 18, 1916. 

There is flurry in Oil City and Oil 
Springs over the discovery of 700 feet 
of oil accumulated in what was a 1,0- 
foot gas well, from which the villages 
had obtained partly their supply of gas. 
These places in the heart of the old 
Lambton petroleum district near Petro- 
lia have not experienced so much ex- 
citement since the early oil boom. The 
deep oil, as it is termed, is of a very 
light gravity, containing but little of tne 
heavier substance of ordinary crude form 
fiom which paraffin wax, lubricating ous 
and coke are obtained as by-products. 
Immediate tests will be made to discover 
the quality and permanence of the sup- 
ply. The sudden shutting-off of the gas 
py the rising column of oil in the well 
led to the investigation. 





Petrol Distribution in the United 
Kingdom and Bases of Re- 


stricted Allowances. 


London, Aug. 12, 1916. 
In connection with the regulation of 
motor spirit supplies in the United King- 
dom the petrol license system came into 


operation August 1 and it was impossible 
to buy petrol without producing a license 
im the following form:— 


“License to purchase —— gallons of 
motor spiril not more than —— gallons, to 


be purchased in a month.” 

Space is left for the various amounts 
purchased and the date of each sale ts 
to be reeorded. This license follows on 
a census of petrol requirements recently 
taken, 

in the House of Commons Mr. Har- 
court on behalf of the governinent gave 
a detailed reply to criticism of the petrol 
restrictions. He gave the following fig- 
ures:— 

suicenses applied for, 324,000; demanded 
by civilians, 153,000,000" gallons; available 
tor civilians 70,000,000 gallons; licenses 
issued for 75,000,000 gallons. 

Allotments have been made on follow- 
ing basis:— 

Commercial cars, 60 per cent. of the 
quantity demanded; taxicabs and omni- 
buses, 50 per cent of the quality demanda- 
ed; doctors and veterinary surgeans’ 
cars, full amount up to maximum of 50 
gallons a month; private cars, 25 per 
cent., with maximum of 30 gallons a 
month; motorcycles, 2 gallons «a month. 

The licenses may be varied at the ex- 
piration of three months and some users 
of motor spirit for commercial purposes 
inay tind themselves more freely supplied

Fewer Big Wells at Cushing. 


A fewer number of big wells has been drilled 
at Cushing the past week than has been re- 
ported for some time. In fact, reports from 
all over the mid-continent field the last two 
weeks have shown quite a decline in the num- 
ber of gusher wells If this can be kept up 
for a few weeks longer it is going to have a 





telling effect on the downward course of the 
crude market. 

Among the larger wells completed since the

Probably no other part of the mid-continent 
field is as fortunate at this time as Cushing. 
It is understood every barrel of oil produced 
at Cushing is being sold.

Forty-Cent Oil at Healdton. 


Forty-cent oil does not seem to scare the 
producers of the Healdton district. They drill 
more wells when the market is down than 
they do when it is up, and whether up or 
down, they are usually on thé street corner 
surmounting a dry goods box howling their 
heads off about prices. If they make a con- 
tract with the pipe line company for their 
production and crude goes up above that price, 
they fudge out of their agreement. When 
there is nothing else for them to do they 
go before the Corporation Commission to reg- 
ister a kick about something. They belong to 
that race of souls ‘‘that can’t stay still, and 
they don’t know how to rest.’’ 

The Fort Ring well in 23-4-3 has been com- 
pleted and is good for about 25 barrels a day. 
It is three-quarters of a mile ahead of produc- 


tion While it is a small well, it is impor- 
tant as indicating a further extension of the 
pool. Skelley & Sankey’s No. 7 on the Wood- 


ruff farm in 31-3-3 is reported to be good for 
700 barrels a day at a total depth of 1,190 
feet. Work is being started on No. 8 just to 
show that nobody ts afraid of 40-cent ofl, The 
McMan-Magnolia Oil Company’s well on the 
Richards in 31-3-3 has been completed and ts 


making 200 barrels a day. ‘This is No. 59. 
The same parties are drilling two or three 


other wells on the Richards leases. The Heald- 
ton Field Oil Company on the Pearl in 33-3-3 
reports its No. 1 completed and good for 200 
barrels 1 day. There seems to be almost as 
many wells drilling in the Healdton district 
now as there has been at any time.

The Sinclair Oil and Refining Company, it Is 
reported, has paid $200,000 for the Lynn 8&0 
acres in 3-25-5, north end of the Eldorado pool. 
The purchase is looked upon as a good one. 
It is offset by_a well making 500 barrels a 
day. Stockholders of the Sinclair Company 
last Frdav received checks for the first divi- 
dend of $1.25 a share. 

E. Staf- 
ford, has just sold to the Tidal Oil Company a 
producing property making 46 barrels net a 
day, located in 23-20-12 Bird Creek district, 
for approximately $1,000 a barr>l. 


The Western Natural Gas ‘Sompany, a sub- 
sidiary of the Gladvys-Bell Oil Company, has 
purchased the holdings of the (ireen River 


Oil Company, located in sections 29, "0, 31 and 
82-11-17 and 25-11-16, McIntosh county, Ckla- 
homa, for a consideration of $82,500. The prop- 
erty consists of 2,600 acres, on whicn there 
are 5 completed gas wells. The Green River 
Oil Company was a pioneer in this district. 

The Tidal Oil Company, formerly the Okla 
O11 Company. has purchased the holdings of the 
Winchester Oi] Comnany, of Bird Creek. There 
is a production of 80 barrels a day, and it is 
understood that the price was about $850 a 
barrel. 

Doings Among Refiners, 


The Wichita Independent Refining Company 
is in high spirits—at least its owners are, They 
have just drilled in a dandy weil. The same 
is located in the Eldorado field The first 
well on the lease was drilled to the sha!low 
sand and was dry. The hole was started too 
small to drill on down so another test was 
started. This well is swabbing from the deep 
sand 1.600 barrels a day. The company pio- 
poses to build a pipe line from the lease to 
the refinery in Wichita, a distance of 35 miics, 
and this fall will bdild a new plant, with a 
capacity of 2,000 barrels a Jay. The site, 20 
acres, has already been purchased. This re- 
finery markets all of its output through its 
own stations. 

The site for the Milliken refinery at Arkansas 
City has been surveyed and work will start 
at once on the plant, which its expected to 
have a capacity of 10,000 barrels a day. The 
site embraces 150 acres. It is intended to 
erect 100 storage tanks. The investment ts 
estimated at $750,000. There will be 24 stills 
of 1,000 barrels each and the company will 
immediately place orders for 250 tank cars, 
which it is expected will require six months 
to a year to deliver. 

The Oilton Refining Company at Oilton, Cush- 
ing pool, is about to start operations. It will 
start off with about 150 barrels a day. C. D. 
Webster is one of the promoters. 

Three or four more small refining plants are 
to be built at Yale, The Home Refining Com- 
pany is building a 150-barrel ‘‘distillery.’’ The 
Katy Refining Company is getting ready to do 
likewise, and the Superior Refining Company 
has projected a refinery of about the same size 
at Yale. Of the making of many refineries 
there seems to be no end. 

The Boynton Refining Company (Jack Ryan) 
expects to start its stills about the first of 
September. It will treat about 1,000 barrels 
a day. 

It is rumored that the Riverside Western Oil 
Company is making extensive laboratory ex- 
periments preparatory to the erection of a 
refinery chiefly for the purpose of providing 
itself with naphtha for its extensive blending 
plants. This company does a large casing- 
head gasoline business and is one of the larg- 
est retailers in Chicago. 

The question after awhile is going to be 
what some of these many new refineries are 
going to do for high-grade crude with which 
to compete with refineries having Cushing 
crude. Then is when the test will come. Just 
now there is a wild craze to get into the re- 
finery game. It has not been all roses for all 
refineries by any means, but all the public 
hears is of the big successful ones, It will be 
surprising if there is not altogether too much 
gasoline a year from now and some refineries 
on the bargain counter, just as there were 
two years ago.

The Milliken Company, organized under 
the laws of Delaware, with $1,000,000 cap- 


ital, has closed for the purchase of 1) 
acres of land on the Arkansas River at 
Arkansas City, Kan. The plant will be 


served by three railroads, has ample 
water supply, and is conveniently located 
in respect to the new Kansas and Osage 
fields. In fact, to reach Cushing a short- 
er pipe line will be required than to the 
company’s former plant at Vanita. The 
company has already closed for the pur- 


chase of 20 tank cars of 10,000 gallons 
capacity each, and a full wax plant 
equipment consisting of six 48-inch filter 


presses of 400 plates each, six chillers and 


a 125-ton refrigerating machine of the 
Carbondale type. The company expects 
to be in operation by January 1, start- 


ing with an output of 3,000 barrels a day 
and increasing to 10,000 barrels daily as 
business requires. 


Single Tube Cracking Furnaces for 
Gasoline Making and How 


Constructed. 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 


“The Construction of the Single-Tube 
Cracking Furnace for Making Gasoline,” 
is the title of a paper prepared hy C. P. 


Bowie, of the Bureau of Mines. The ob- 
ject of this paper is to give licensees 
under the Rittman gasoline process the 


information necessary to enable them to 
construct a plant. Included in this bul- 
letin are drawings illustrating the neces- 
sary construction. It is assumed by Mr. 
Bowie those who consult this paper have 
a working knowledge of the modern 
process of refining oils and have read the 
bulletin recently published by the Bu- 
reau of Mines on the results of experi- 
ments with this process. 


It is stated that this process has the 
following advantages over a_ two-phase 
system. 

Temperature and pressure can be va- 
ried at will. 


It is possible to use with safety much 
higher temperatures and pressures than 
in the two-phase systems. 

A speedy reaction which is very desir- 
able and can he had only through the 
use of high temperatures, can be 
attained. 

The hydrocarbon material is expanded 
into a gas immediately upon entering the 
still and the danger of explosion from 
possible failure of the still is reduced 
to a minimum. 

When petroleum is cracked condensable 
and noncondensable gases are formed. 
The condensable gases are heavier than the 
noncondensable gases, and if permitted 
to do so will pass downward and out at 
the bottom of the tube, whereas the non- 
condensable gases tend to remain in the 
upper part. If cracking takes place un- 
der conditions favorable to gasoline for- 
mation in an atmosphere containing all 
of the hydrocarbon combinations except 
gasoline hydrocarbons, one May expect 
that the only product that will be formed 
in any quantity will be gasoline, until 
there is enough gasoline present to sat- 
isfy conditions of equilibrium. In the 
Rittman process advantage is taken of 
these principles by having the zone 
of reaction or heating zone in the upper 
part of the tube and the vapor taken off 
at the bottom. As oil is constantly sup- 
plied at the top, the tendency is for con- 


densable rather than noncondensable 
gases to form. 
It is recommended that prospective 


users of this process first construct an 
experimental plant consisting of a single- 
tube furnace. This is deemed advisable 
in order that the necessary adjustments 
and refinements in construction and in 
operation, which will be required to ob- 
tain maximum vield from the particular 
oil to be treated, can be determined, so 
that a battery of such furnaces of maxi- 
mum efficiency may later be erected at 
minimum cost.

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ELECTRO-CHEMISTS URGE STUDY OF ALL 
NITROGEN FIXATION BY THE GOVERNMENT 





Urge the Provision of 18 Months’ Supply of Chilean Ni- 
trates, Oppose Government Subsidy to Any One 
Process, and Ask Scientific Investigation. 


Urging the adoption of a_ thorough- 
going policy of preparedness in assuring 
an adequate supply of nitrates for this 
country, the American Electro-Chemical 
Society, through its president, Francis 
A. J. Fitzgerald, and the Committee of 
Public Relations of the soclety, has rec- 
ommended to President Wilson and the 
Secretary of War and Secretary of the 
Navy, the provision of at least 18 months’ 
supply of Chilean nitrates. 

Stating that the processes of fixation 
of atmospheric nitrogen can apparently 
be greatly improved, and that no gov- 
ernment subsidy should be given any 
process at the present time, the society 
recommends the appointment by the 
President of a small group of investi- 
gators, who shall visit the men controll- 
ing each process now in operation, and 
obtain complete confidential data as to 
such processes, 


The society further urges that the re- 
search facilities of the government be 
concentrated upon two points—the oxida- 
tion of ammonia and the modus oper- 
andi of nitrogen fixation bacteria. 

The recommendations as sent to Wash- 
ington, and as made public through Pres- 
ident Fitzgerald, of the society, are as 
follows:— 


The Nitrate Situation. 


Inasmuch as the utilization of atmos- 
pheric or other sources of nitrogen to 
supplant Chilean nitrate in this country 
for the manufacture of explosives and 
as a source of fixed nitrogen for fertil- 
izers, is in many respects an electro- 
chemical problem, the undersigned mem- 
bers of the Committee on Public Rela- 
tions of the American Electrochemical 
Society constituted of the president and 
past presidents of the society, feel justi- 
fied in making the following statements 
and recommendations :— 

1. We urge upon this government the 
necessity of providing at once eighteen 
nmionths’ supply, on a war basis, of Chil- 
ean nitrate, using government ships if 
necessary, this reserve to be stored at 
various stragetic points. 

2. Almost all of those who have inti- 
mate knowledge of the practical work- 
ing of nitrogén processes are in one 
way or another associated with some 
particular process and we know of no 
experts who could be considered as hav- 
ing a strictly unbiased mind on the sub- 


ject. As the government should be in 
possession of accurate confidential in- 
formation regarding present develop- 


ments in each of the processes proposed 
to date in order to be able to act wisely 
and promptly in case of sudden emerg- 
ency, we add our indorsement to the rec- 
oramendation already made by the Naval 
Censulting Board and others that a small 
committee of appointees by the Presi- 
dent be delegated to visit each of those 
groups of men who control these proc- 
esses and who have already intimated 
their willingness to furnish proper repre- 
sentatives of the government with full 
confidential data. 

3. As we confidently hope that this 
country may never be involved in war, 
while thoroughly believing it should be 
prepared for immediate defense, it should 
be remembered that the great peace use 
of fixed nitrogen is as a plant food, and 
it is, therefore, desirable that private 
interests be allowed to develop the best 
and cheapest process on a peace basis 
without either government aid or gov- 
ernment hindrance unless equally applied 
to all comers. We are, therefore, op- 
posed to a government subsidy to any 
particular process at the present time or 
the immediate construction of a govern- 
ment plant working any particular proc- 
ess. All of the processes can apparently 
be greatly improved and the evolution 
of the best process will proceed more 
rapidly than under the artificial stimula- 
tion whieh government backing would 
give to amy single process. The purchase 
of a suitable supply of Chilean nitrate 
and the possession of information upon 
which to base an emergency decision ad- 
vocated above will serve the purpose 
of military expediency without discour- 
aging private initiative. We are, how- 
ever, in favor of a liberal water power 
policy, as the question of the cost of 
power is vital to several of the processes. 
We believe it is in the highest degree 
conserving resources to make use of the 
otherwise wasting water power which 
ean be conserved in no other way, and 
thereby preserving other sources of 
power, as coal, gas, and oil. 

4. The processes to be considered may 
be classified into those which produce 
nitric acid by direct union of the nitrogen 
and oxygen of the air, such as the 
Birkeland-Edye and the Pauling proc- 
esses; those which produce ammonia by 
direct union of nitrogen and hydrogen, 
such as the Haber process; those which 
fix nitrogen in a complex compound such 
as the cyanamid process, ang the action 
of nitrogen fixing bacteria in natural fer- 
tilization, and finally natural sources of 
fixed nitrogen, the only one which is of 
sufficient magnitude to warrant consid- 
eration is by-product ammonia derived 
from the distillation of coal. All of these 
except the are processes produce am- 
monia, and as this and not nitric acid 
is the chief desiratum for fertilizer pur- 
poses, there is not sufficient commercial 
incentive for the carrying of these am- 
monias of varying degree of purity 
through to the nitric acid required in 
the manufacture of explosives. All of 
the processes except that involving the 


use of bacteria have more or less active 
exponents in this country. We, there- 
fore, urge that the research facilities of 
the government be concentrated upon 
these two points:—The oxidation of am- 
monia and the modus operandi of nitro- 
gen fixing bacteria. 

This could be done with the aid of some 


of the government departments. Thus 
the Bureau of Mines should be able to 
investigate the oxidation of ammonia 
while the fixation of nitrogen by bac- 
teria might be well studied by the Bu- 


reau of Soils.

Seeks to Amend Insecticides Act to 
Make Law More Effective. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 
For the purpose of improving the ef- 


ficiency of disinfectants, Senator Wads- 
worth, of New York, has introduced a 


bill to amend section 8 of the Insecticides 
Act by adding at the end of that sec- 
tion a new paragraph as follows:— 

“In the case of disinfectants, un- 
less the bactericidal coefficient, as 
determined by a method approved 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, is 
plainly stated on the label.” 


Explaining his proposed amendment, 
Senator Wadsworth said that a number 
of disinfectants were on the market 
which do not do what is claimed for 
them. : 

“We are anxious that disinfectants 


used.in railroad cars and in houses where 
there has been disease, etc., should be 
effective,’’ said Senator Wadsworth. 
“This is especially essential ‘in t{mes 
like the present when the public health 
is threatened by infantile paralysis. For 
that reason I have offered an amendment 
to that act which puts it in the power 
of the Secretary of Agriculture to pass 
on the strength of insecticides used by 
farmers, which also put it in the power 
of the Secretary to pass on the strength 
of disinfectants generally. I cannot con- 
ceive that any wenens manufacturer 
would oppose such a law.” 

Somater” Wadawotth said that his at- 
tention had been called to the need of 
such legislation by J. T. Ainsley Walker, 
of the Woolworth Building, New York, 
Mr. Walker representing an organization 
of manufacturing chemists.

With the seed 
market up and down from 6 to 10c. a day 
it is hard to keep in touch with the buy- 
ers without taking chances of a slip and 
a loss on a good sized bunch of oll. 
There were a number of tank cars taken 
in the past week and very prompt ship- 
ment was requested. In fact the buyers 
are very anxious to get prompt delivery 
as a rule and there is no trouble getting 
shipping directions 

There has been

out of line. Crushers are not very anx- 
ious to trade in deferred for several rea- 
one of which is the lateness of the 
and its susceptibility to frost dam- 
Very often a killing frost develops 
in North Dakota along towards the end 
of August and there is no telling how 
much damage might be done.

Most of the de- 
mand concerns prompt shipment cake, 
though there is inquiry from time to time 
for deferred. Crushers are still very 
diffident regarding this deferred business 
because of the nervous conditions pre- 
vailing and most of them will wait crop 
developments before they commit them- 
selves to any further extent. With the 
crop as far behind as it is there is no 
incentive to contract for October cake 
at any reasonable price as there is no 
seed reserve to fall back on to fill con- 
tracts. Neither is there any probability 
of any cake reserve being established by 
that time because of the sales already 
made for September and October 
ment based on the old crop supply of 
seed. 

There is considerable complaint regard- 
ing the shipping situation. It is easy 
enough to get cake as far East as Buf- 
faio, but a lot of trouble is experienced 
in getting to coast points frem there 
and chances are that a number of lots 
will fail to make connections with boats 
on which freight room has been engaged.

Monday a collapse came, when the ru- 
mored frost damage in the Canadian 


Northwest was flatly denied and the de- 
nial was confirmed. A drop of 11 cents 
occurred in a few minutes and longs un- 
loaded fast, but the crushers picked up 
a good deal of the seed on its way down. 


For about two days now the crushers 
have been rather inclined to stay out of 
the market until something more definite 
is learned concerning the crop condi- 
tions. Cold weather has occurred during 
the past week and doubtless some dam- 
age has been Gone, but the extent of it 
is problematical. It is claimed that the 
Canadian West has not been injured to 
any extent, but news comes that some 
parts ‘of the American West have been 
hurt, and in view of the fact that there 
is not a whole lot of acreage, damage 
that in normal years might be taken 
lightly, is serious this year. 

Traders here seem to be of the opinion 
that there is not much chance of break- 
ing the markét much below present levels 
and crushers inclined to take advantage 
of all unloading processes, for the feel- 
ing is strong that much higher prices are 
certain to prevail as news of the crop 
comes in a more definite way. That there 
is a shortage nobody questions, and the 
whole problem is:—How much less flax 
is there than is known? 

A good deal of flax is being 
from the Canadian head of the 
Eastern American points. During July 
over 900,000 bushels went out of Fort 
William and Port Arthur, most of it in 
American bottoms, and every week a lit- 
tle goes. Up to last Saturday night in 
August 390,000 bushels have gone forward. 
Nothing was shipped out of Duluth dur- 
ing the last week, but 291,000 bushels 
went the week before. All of which 
shows that flax is needed and being taken 
in the East.

A firmer tone has been given to some 
important paint materials during the 
week. This has special reference to the 
lead and zinc pigments, and is the re- 
sult of higher prices in the metal mar- 
kets. The tone of pig lead has been 
easy, and recent recessions in prices 
gave hopes that white lead would come 
down in price, but the metal firmed up 
during the week and this destroys any 
chances of a reduction in the pigments. 
The spelter market also was firmer, and 
is rcCected to some extent in the mar- 
ket fur zinc oxide, though prices for the 
latter are established for a period of 
three months, and the only influence 
which would come from spelter would 
be found in the quotations to be named 
for French process zinc oxide for de- 
livery over the third quarter of the 
year. Linseed oil held firm throughout 
the interval, with a great deal of un- 
certainty regarding future positions. 
The seed market was fluctuated daily, 
and irregularity in seed prices tend to 
confuse the views of oil buyers. De- 
mand for linseed oil has not been ac- 
tive, and, in fact, all paint making oils 
are moving rather slowly, Varnish 
gums are holding firm in price, with the 
better grades of kauri reported to be in 
limited supply. Some attention is given 
to the chemicals which enter into the 
manufacture of certain dry colors, but 
no important developments were noted 
in the case of bichromates or prussiates. 
Window glass is among the items 
which are held at firm prices, and hold- 
ers are realizing more than was the 
case a short time ago. Demand has 
been good, but the real strength in the 
market consists in the fact that stocks 
in manufacturers’ hands are compara- 
tively low and will not be increased in 
the immediate future. Glues are quiet, 
with prices holding steady owing to 
high cost of raw materials. On page 20 
there is a complete report on the flax- 
seed situation. A report on linseed oil 
and naval stores will be found on pages 
29 and 33, respectively. Comment on 
the important items in the paint trade 
follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—The market for pig lead 
Was strong this week, and leading sell- 
ers revised prices upwards. On Friday 
the quotation for 50-ton lots was moved 
from 6%4c. per pound to 6%c. per

per pound, 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The most important feature 
during the week is found in the posi- 
tion of the metal which was held at 
advanced prices. Corroders have been 


working on high priced metal for some 
time, and were not able to lower quo- 
tations on white lead when breaks came 


in piglead. If the metal market con- 
tinue to decline, chances would have 
favored an early reduction in white 


lead, but with the metal firmer a sim- 
ilar situation exists with reference to 
basic carbonate. The price for dry 
white lead in round lots is held at 8c. 
per pound and white lead in oil is 
quited 9%c. per pound and upwards, 
according to quantity. Consuming de- 
mand for white lead has been good and 
withdrawals against contracts are of 
seasonable proportions, 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC SUL- 
PHATE).—A firm market is reported 
for this material and additional strength 
Was given in the latter part of the week 
following high prices for raw materials. 
A fair jobbing call is reported by sellers 
and fairly large amounts are passing 
regularly on contracts, so that stocks 
in sellers’ hands are holding at low 
levels and there is no cause to look for 
depression because of accumulations. 
The inside quotation for basic sulphate 
holds at 8%c. per pound and sales of 
jobbing lots are made at 9c. per pound. 

RED LEAD.—About the only feature 
to this market is the’ steady position 
of prices. For dry red lead sellers are 


asking a minimum price of 9%c. per 
pound, For red lead in oil there is a 
graded scale of prices, according to 
quantity, with reund lots quoted at 


944c. per pound. Considerable business 
is said to go through above that figure. 

LITHARGE.—While jobbing demand 
for litharge is not important, there is 
a good movement to the manufactur- 
ing trades and stocks in sellers’ hands 
are small. This has been one of the 
features of the market for some time 
and has been one of the reasons for the 
firm position of prices. With the metal 
firmer this week, sellers of litharge also 
are inclined to hold firm views, and, 
while no upward revision of prices has 
taken place, the chances for any low- 
ering in values have lessened. The 
inside figure at present is quoted at 
94c. per pound. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—A seasonable 
movement of this material against con- 
tract is reported, but new business is

LINSEED OIL. 
The oil market opened strong at the 


beginning of the week, but a sharp 
break in seed prices on Monday 
checked the upward -trend of oil 
prices. Different crushers were quot- 


ing 73c. on Monday, but as seed eased 
offers were made at 72c, and the price 
was maintained throughout the period 
at 72@i3c. per gallon. Car lots could 
be bought at any time during the week 


at 72c. and at times smaller lots were 
available at that price. On futures 
crushers are quoting spot prices for 
monthly shipments over the year and 
the price probably would hold good 
into next year. Consuming demand 
for oil is moderate. Deliveries against 
contracts are made regularly, but new 
business is not heavy either for 
prompt or deferred shipment. Most 


consumers are covered for the time be- 
ing and uncertainty about future price 
movements causes them to await fur- 
ther developments before placing new 
contracts. Crop news is eagerly sought 
for, as this is the most prominent fac- 
tor at present in the seed market. 
Cash seed at Duluth closed at $2.15 
@2.154% per bushel last Saturday, as 
against $2.16 yesterday. Hence net 
changes in seed prices were not im- 
portant, but a review of the market 
for each day shows that prices were 
unsettled with sharp fluctuations.

The tendency of prices was upward 
during the interval, but offerings were 
free enough to prevent any material 
advance and closing figures averaged 
only slightly higher than final quota- 
tions a week ago. Demand for Au- 
gust and September oil. has not been 
of a pronounced character, but new 
crop shipments have found numerous 
buyers and the maintenance of cot- 
ton prices has instilled confidence in 
the new crop oil shipments. It is 
stated that cotton houses have been 
the largest buyers of oil contracts 
from November forward. Hedge pres- 
sure has not been unusually heavy be- 
cause crude oil offerings have con- 
tinued scarce and prices have been 
Telatively high. The advance in cot- 
ton is believed by many to forecast 
high seed prices and farmers appear 
to be in a stronger position than for 


some time on account of the high 
prices being paid for cotton. Mean- 
while, crushers are not anxious to sell 


crude oil ahead freely and probably 
they will not until they have reason- 
able assurance of getting their seed. 
Consumers are taking moderate quan- 
tities of oil but they are not eager to 
buy extensively at prevailing prices 
and the support rendered is said to 
be below normal for this time of 
year. Export trade remains slow 
and the year as a whole has been 


unfavorable from a foreign consuming 
standpoint. The relatively high lard 
prices should prove a stimulating fac- 
tor for domestic oil trade and holders 
are convinced that home consuming 
demand bound to improve in the

Chile Offers Nitrate Cargoes to U. S. 
Ships Carrying Coal There. 


Washington, Aug. 19, 1916. 

According to advices from the consulate 
of Antofagasta, Chile, there is a heavy 
demand there for coal from the United 
States, with a selling price of from $18.25 
$20.65 per ton, and the promise that 
ships taking fuel there can load with ni- 
trates for a return cargo, with a freight 
rate from Antofagasta to the eastern coast 
of the United States of about $24 a ton. 
It is understood, however, that while 
firms in Chile interested in receiving coal 
and shipping nitrate may give more than 
perfunctory service, it is their intention to 
import coal from England as soon as 
wartime conditions permit.

Trading was de- 
scribed as quiet, due to the fact that 
the ideas of buyers were considerably 
under those of sellers. 

DEGRAS.—Business was quiet, but 
with no selling pressure reported the 
market was fairly steady.

LARD OIL.—The market was irregu- 
lar, following the tendency of prices 
for raw material. Strictly prime lard 
oil, made from pure lard, was firmly 
maintained at $1.05@1.10 per gallon. 
Producers claim that it costs more 
than $1 per gallon to make prime oil, 
as lard is selling for 13c. per pound 
and over. The off grades of lard oil, 
made from the cheaper greases, were 
easier and somewhat lower at the 
close. Off prime oil closed at 92@95c., 
with extra No. 1 at 85@90c, No. 1 at 
S0@85e. and No. 2 at 76@79c. per gallon. 

MENHADEN OIL.—There was a 
good inquiry for crude menhaden oil, 
and, with no important change in the 
fishing situation, Southern producers 
advanced their ideas from 48c. per 
gallon, f. o. b. factory, to 50c. per gal- 
lon. Scattered sales of crude Southern 
menhaden oil were reported during the 
week at 48@49c. per gallon, f.o.b. 
factory, but toward the close bids at 
these figures were turned down. There 
was no improvement in the fishing so 
far as Northern waters were con- 
cerned. Returns for the week from 
the Chesapeake Bay factories indicated 


that when weather conditions per- 
mitted the fishing was fair. Total pro- 
duction of menhaden oil since the 


opening of the new season fs far below 
normal. Demand for refined menhaden 
oil was routine only, but, with crude 
tending upward, the undertone of the 
market was firm in all quarters. 
Nominal spot prices were:—Brown 
strained. 56@57c.; light strained, 58@ 
59c.: yellow bleached, 60@61c.; white 
bleached, 62@63c. per gallon. 
NEATSFOOT OIL. The higher 
erades of neatsfoot oil were steady, 
but some weakness was in evidence for 
the ordinary descriptions. The demand 
for neatsfoot oi] was routine only. 
Twenty degrees cold test closed un- 
changed at $1.05@1.10 per gallon, with 
30 degrees at $1@1.05 and 40 degrees at 
95c.@$1. Prime oil was offered at 8@ 
90c., with dark at 82@84c. per gallon. 


RED OIL.—The demand for red oil 
was quiet and with raw materials at 
lower levels the market was barely 
steady at the close of the week. Sapon- 
ified red oil was offered freely at prices 
ranging from 8c. to 8%c. per pound, 
according to quantity and brand. Elain 
red oil closed at 7%@8%%4c. per pound. 

STEARIC ACID.—Business was de- 
scribed as quiet and prices were easier. 
Triple pressed stearic acid closed at 
12%@13c. per pound, with double

Members of the Cottonseed Crushers’ 
Association of Georgia are working ener- 





getically for the passage of the Georgia 
Senate bill No. 322 introduced by Senator 
Wren, which provides for the classifica- 
tion and branding of cottonseed meal, 
under five classifications, and as emer- 
getically against amendments to prevent 





the grinding of Sea Island cottonseed 
with Upiand cottonseed, and to provide 
for but three grades of meal—8, 7 and 6 
per cent. The Wren bill calls for the fol- 
lowing classification: 

That there shall be five grades of cotton- 
seed meal, classified as follows: 

Choice cottonseed meal, 

Prime cottonseed meal, 

Good cottonseed meal, 

Ordinary cottonsee1 meal, 

Fair cottonseed meal 

Choice cottonseed meal must contain 6.60 per 
cent. of nitrogen (equivalent to 8 per cent. of 
ammonia) as a minimum before it shall be en. 
titled to bear the brand of ‘‘choice cottonseed 
meal.’’ 

Prime cottonseed meal must contain 6.18 
per cent of nitrogen (equivalent to 7! per 
cent, of ammonia) as a minimum before it 
shall be entitled to bear the brand of ‘prime 
cottonseed meal."’ 

Good cottonseed meal must eontain 5.75 per 
cent f€ nitrogen (equivalent to 7 per cent. of 
ammonia) as a minimum before it shall be 








entitled to bear the brand of ‘‘good cottonseed 
meal.’’ 

Ordinary yLtonseed meal must contain 5.3 
per cent. of nitrogen (equivalent to 6% per 
cent. of ammonia) as a minimum before it 
shall be entitled to bear the brand of ‘‘ordinary 
cottonseed meal.’’ 

Fair cottonseed meal must contain 4.95 per 
cent. of nitrogen (equivalent to 6 per cent. of 
ammonia) as a minimum before it shall be 
entitled to bear the brand of ‘“‘fair »ttonseed 
meal.’’ 

Provided further, that all meal made from 
“sea island cottonseed’’ shal] be branded ‘'sea 
island cottonseed meal,’’ and the guaranteed 
analysis shail not be less than 4% per cent. 
and the same shall be printed upon the pack- 
age.

“Choice Cottonseed Meal,” “Prime Cotton-

OIL PAINT AND 


Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Neon, Aug. 1916. 


Once more the petroleum market, as 
evidenced in both crude and refined 
products, has shown the effect of the 
overproduction of the past few months. 
In all the fields, with the exception of 
California, the pruning knife has bit- 
ten at least once, and, with Pennsyl- 
vania leading, the drop has now ranged 
from 30 to 60 cents a barrel—with the 
end not in sight, 

Mid-Continent, the first of the great 
overproducers, has set the pace, and, if 
anything is to be credited to signs and 
the opinions of those best fitted to 
pronounce an opin‘on, is headed fast 
for 60-cent oil. Of course, this point 
may not be reached, but, with a drop 
by steady slices from $1.55 to 95 cents— 
a full 60 cents—and no apparent let-uD 
in the possibilities, the toboggan simile 
is not so far-fetched as it might ap- 
pear to be at first thought. And even 
at that, Kansas-Oklahoma has some 
distance to travel on the downward 
grade before it touches last year’s low 
level of 40 cents. 

The effect of the increased produc- 
tion is indicated in no uncertain man- 
ner in the mosthly pipe line reports. 
The combined reports for the first six 
months of the year show in rough 
numbers the business done this year 
aggregated 21,000,000 barrels run for the 
six months of 1916 and 22,500,000 bar- 
rels delivered, as against 18,500,000 bar- 
rels run in 1915 and 19,300,000 barerls de- 
livered. Other receipts and deliveries 
covered each other with nearly 14,000,- 
000 barrels received and 13,400,000 bar- 
rels (approximately) delivered. 

The stocks of oil on hand at the end 
of July approximated 104,489,000 bar- 
rels, aS against 103,165,150 barrels at 
the end of June, an increase in the 
amount of crude oil stocked for the 
month of 1,324,000 barrels. 

It is believed that September will 
show a decided decrease in oil field op- 
erations, and many producers are stop- 
ping the output as fast as they can. 
But so many wells were contracted for 
before the depression manifested that 
it is impossible to change the situation 
at once. 

REFINED PRODUCTS. 


Following the 15 point reduction in 
the illuminating oil export schedule a 
week ago Friday came a second re- 
duction of 10 points on Monday last, 
covering all varieties and all packings, 
and bringing refined for export to a 
5-cent basis for bulk, 8.85 cents for 
barrels and 11.25 cents for cases for 
standard white, with water white at 
the customary increase of one cent 
above these prices. 

The “Macedonian cry” of the gaso- 
line users in all sections of the coun- 
try has been partially answered by nu- 
merous reductions in the tank wagon 
price of motor fuel. On Tuesday last 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
reduced the price of gasoline in the 
Chicago district one cent a gallon to 
17% cents, tank wagon basis, the first 
cut since early last March, when the 
last advance was made. Local dealers 
there, however, are still selling at 20 
and 21 cents a gallon as compared with 
25 cents upwards—principally upwards 
-in New York City. Other gasoline 
price changes registered up to the time 
of going to press include the follow- 
ing:-

St. Louis—From 17.9 cents to 16.9 
cents at filling stations. 

Atlantic Refining Company—1 cent 
reduction. 

Detroit—18 cents, tank wagon basis.

Local representatives of large pro- 
ducers assert that the New York rates 
for gasoline will be made 20 cents in- 
side of a week or ten days, but that 
within a few weeks the complete ef- 
fect of the crude oil overproduction 
will have been expended and gasoline 
prices will have reached their mini- 
mum. 

It is interesting to note that tthe 
Standard of Indiana gasoline gallonage 
in the Chicago district increased for 
the year at the rate of more than half 
a million gallons a month. In May and 
July the increase was a million gallons 
each month. 

Refined prices have gone off in the 
mid-continent field. Sixty-sixty-one 
gasoline is selling at 16 cents f. o. b. 
Oklahoma refinery, 58-59 at 15% cents, 
56-57 at 14% cents, and 54-55 at 14 
cents. Kerosene is weak at 2% cents, 
and distillates at 2% cents. 

The market in illuminating oils has 
been largely routine, but the export 
movement continues to hold good, and, 
in fact, offers the best possible solu- 
tion for overproduction here.

Illuminating oil exports amounted to 
2,700,135 gallons during the past week, 
as compared with 13,419,645 gallons for 
the previous period. The total exports 
since January 1 were 262,087,275 gallons, 
as compared with 233,374,910 gallons for 
the same period in 1915. 


Naphtha shipments totaled 5,381,530 
gallons during the interval, comparing 
with 4,076,960 gallons during the week 
before. 


Gasoline clearances during the past 
week were 474,100 gallons and benzine 
shipments 4,750 gallons. 


MINERAL LUBRICANTS, 

The demand for lubricating oils is 
gradually increasing from abroad, with 
particularly marked demand from 
Great Britain, and France, Italy, Aus- 
tralia and Egypt are also mentioned 
as recipients of increasing quantities. 
Little new domestic business is being 
booked, presumably in the hope of a 
price reduction following the declines 
in crude, but so far these have had no 
real effect on spot while other prices 
are merely nominal also, the bulk of 
the business being placed on contract.

Eastern Field Report. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 18, 1916. 

A review of the high grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky, for the 
week shows a heavy drop in the number of 
wells finished, also in gas wells and dry holes, 
while in production there ig .but a slight fall- 
ing off, which is the only real encouragement 
of the past several days in olldom. There is 
a lull in all the fields at this time, as the 
average oil man does not know just where he 
stands, and this is usually the case on a de- 
clining market. This season it is felt much 
more than ever before in the history of the 
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petroleum business, due alone to the great ad- 
vance in @ii materiai utuized in tne ol and

Wildeat drilling is in progress in many of 
the parishes of Louisiana. Efforts are being 
made to extend the Crichton pool, and prepa- 
rations are being made to test out some terri- 
tory in Rapides parish. West of Mooringsport 
and south of Caddo Lake a 200-barrel oil 
gusher has been finished. A monster 16,000,- 
000-cubic foot gas well has been drilled in the 
Bossier parish district. It is announced that 
there is 400,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
now shut in the wells in Bossier parish. This 
would be a good point for the manufacture of 
casing head gasoline if the gas is of the right 
kind for that sort of a process, 


The daily production in the Electra field, 
in the Panhandle-Texas field, due to the find- 
ing of a deeper pay sand. A well drilled to 
the new deep sand on the Stringer tract showed 
@ production of 800 barrels a day. 

There is some new excitement in Kansas. 
At a depth of 2,950 feet a new well in North- 
ern Cowley county was drilled in recently, 
and it seems to indicate an immense oil pool 
in that section. Six miles distant the Clark 
well was brought in a few weeks ago, and it 
is figured that the intervening space is rich 
in petroleum. 

The Corona Typewriter Company is anxious 
to secure natural gas for fuel for its plant 
near Groton, N. Y. Territory around Groton 
has been leased for the purpose of testing out 
the territory for gas, and J, A. Gayton, of 
Bradford, Pa., has the contracts for a number 
of wells to be drilled. A test will be sunk to 
a depth of 3,000 feet if the product is not found 
in commercial] quantities before that depth is 
reached, and deeper drilling will be resorted to 
if not found at the depth mentioned. 

At Katalia, Alaska, the St. Elias Oil Com- 
pany has purchased the property cf the Alaska 
Oil and Refining Company, and efforts will be 
made to produce oil in the Katalia district, 
refine and market the product according to the 
most improved plans. 

More wells will be drilled near the gasoline 
well on the Faris tract, six miles southwest of 
Drumright. That queer well is 1,500 feet deep 
and yields about 40 barrels of nearly pure 
gasoline every day. 

A genuine boom prevails in the Irvine field, 
in Estill county, Ky., as there are close to sixty 
strings of drilling tools at work in that field, 
to say nothing of many wildcat wells drilling 
in adjoining counties. 

The Eastern Montana Oil and Gas Company 
has finished its seventh well at Gas City, 
Mont., according to Manager John T. Johns, 
who says that the last well drilled is by far 
the best of the lot. Work is soon to start, it 
is said, in laying a pipe line from the wells 
to Glendive, in order to supply that city. 

Gas and oil developments are going on in 
practically every section of Arkansas. Among 
the latest wells reported is that of the Daniel 
Boone Oil and Gas Company, which holds about 
6,000 acres in oil and gas leases in Little River 
county. 

From Buenos Aires comes the information 
that the Argentine Government intends to 
spend $6,600,000 for oi! development work in 
the Comodoro Rivadavia district. The govern- 
ment has also increased the price of oil in that 
republic. 

The daily average production of oll in the 
Kansas and Oklahoma fields for July was 359.- 
620 barrels, In the Cherokee deep sand fields 
the daily average production amounts to 32,940 
barrels. The Bartlesville district is producing 
13,420 barrels; the Bird Creek district, 14,600 
barrels; the Collinsville-Vera district, 950 bar- 
rels; the Copan-Wann district, 3,520 barrtls, 



















and the Hogshooter district, 560 barrels a day. 
In the Cherokee shallow field, the daily pro- 
duction is 9,990 barrels. In the Delaware dis- 
trict, the production is 1,200 barrels; the 
Chelsea district, 3,355 barrels; the Inola dis- 
trict, 85 barrels, and the Nowata district about 
5,350 barrels. The Osage field is producing 
about 25,400 barrels a day, the Cleveland, 
Pawnee county field, about 5,400 barrels, and 
the Cushing-Shamrock field, about 140,250 bar- 
rels. The Creek Nation is showing a daily pro- 
duction of 51,740 barrels. In this field there 
are a great many districts. In the Bald Hill 
district the average production was 6,100 bar- 
rels; the Bixby district, 6,000 barrels; the 
Boynton-Cole district, 7,100 barrels; the Glenn 
pool, 20,000 barrels; Hamilton Switch district, 
425 barrels; Henryetta district, 190 barrels; 
Kelleyville district, 600 barrels; Lost City, 850 
barrels; Morris district, 3,550 barrels; Mus- 
kogee district, 1,000 barrels; Mounds district, 
1,150 barrels; Perryman district, 825 barrels; 
Schulter district, 800 barrels; Stone Bluff dis- 
trict, 3,450 barrels, and the Tiger Flats dis- 
trict, 700 barrels. In the Kay county field the 
daily production amounts to 2,900 barrels, dis- 
tributed in three district. The Newkirk district 
produces 900 barrels daily, the Ponca City dis- 
trict 500 barrels, and the Blackwell district, 
1,500 barrels. The Healdton district produced 
63,000 barrels a day, making a grand total 
daily production in Oklahoma of 259,620 bar- 
rels, and in Kansas the daily production is 28,- 
000, making the 359,620 barrels for the two 
States, 

The Carter Oil Company, one of the largest 
producing concerns in the Oklahoma flelds, has 
just leased an 845-acre tract from H. W. Wil- 
son, three miles northwest of Augusta, Kan., 
for $250,000. Besides the big amount of money 
Wilson, the land owner, receives one-eighth of 
the product, also one well on the premises. 
This is the largest deal yet made in the 
eae, field for lands that have no wells upon 

em. 

In Ohio, Indiana and Illinois the tank wagon 
price for gasoline is 23 cents per gallon, that 
is, gas of 120 flash. 

Another monster gas well has been added 
to the new fields of Arkansas. The Ciear Creek 
Oil and Gas Company's No. 8 on the Mont- 
gomery tract, in Crawford county, is credited 
with a production of 16,000,000 cubic feet a day 
of natural gas. The great trouble now is that 
there is an over-production of natural gas in 
Crawford county, as the field has an open 
flow of 150,000,000 cubic feet and nowhere to 
dispose of it, making it an elephant on the 
owners’ hands. Gasoline plants would be a 
wise move for the well owners, if the gas is 
adapted to the making of that product, 


Kentucky Fields, 


Oil men are kept busy in the Kentucky fields, 
especially in the Irvine field, in Estill county, 
and the Scottsville field, in Allen county. in 
the Irvine field the United Oil Company’s No, 
* on the W. L. Marcum tract is credited with 
a production of 150 barrels, and its No. 6 on 
the A. M. Palsey tract produced 100 barrels. 
The Raydure Company’s No. 3 on the S. Mc- 


Intosh tract, pumped 50 barrels. The Wood 
Oil Company’s No. 11 Paul Rogers tract, and 
No. 14 on the Floyd Rogers tract, pumped 60 


barrels each, and 
pumped 10 barrels. 

The production of the Irvine field 
close to 5,000 barrels daily, but as yet the pipe 
line is unable to take care of the product 
but will be as soon as the wells are connected 
up with laterial lines from the pump station.

Wyoming Fields, 


There is unusual activity in all Parts of 
WwW yoming wherever there is any chances to 
get oil. Little land is left that shows any 
Signs of an anticline or dome, and while 
the drill will be rushed during the balance 
of the season, the coming spring will see 
= work than ever before done in the 

The production of Wyoming is increasing, 
and the fact that another deep sand has 
been found in the Salt Creek field, north of 
Casper about fifty miles, will mean the 
rejuvenating of that productive dome. The 
new find was made by Frank G. Curtis for 
the New York Oil Company, and the oil 
found in the second Wall Creek sand ata 
depth of 2,283 feet, the deepest oil sand yet 
found in the Salt Creek field. What the well 
will produce remains to be seen, but its 
Showing is for a well above the average. 
it took almost three months to drill the 
well, and while it was costly the owners 
are well repaid for their expense of develop- 
ing the lower oil sand. This means that 
many new wells will be drilled on the famous 
Salt Creek Dome that has for a number of 
years been the main point of the oil produc- 
tion of the State. 

Another important petroleum strike in 
Wyoming was made at Lost Soldier Flats, 
about forty miles from Rawlings, Thousands 
of acres of land has been secured by the 
Midwest Oil Company, the Standard Oil 
Company, and other concerns developing oil 
territory in the State. Many of the large 
independent oil operators of Kansas and 
Oklahoma are also among the hustlers that 
are securing available territory to develop, 
and it is bound to be a busy spot for some 
time to come. Many drilling rigs are being 
moved into the Flats and a dozen or more 
tests are to be drilled at once or as soon 
as the material can be secured. Operators 
in Wyoming are having a hard time in secur- 
ing the casing and other pipe for drilling 
Purposes, owing to the scarcity. The Ralins 
Citizens Oil Company is a new organization, 
with u capital of $100,000, to develop terri- 


tory in Sweetwater and Carbon counties. 
The directors are I. E, Vivian, John K. 
Hiatt, L. A. Smiley, J. R, Doty, A. Mc- 


Micken, H. E. McFarland and E. Mosher. 

The case of A. B. Cross against the Montana- 
Wyoming Oil Company, involving the land at 
Byron, Wyoming, upon which the monster gas 
well is located, has been tried before the Dis- 
trict Court. The plaintiff, Cross, asked for the 
cancellation of the lease, alleging that the de- 
feudant had violated the terms of the lease 
and had permitted immense volumes of gas to 
escape and go to waste. The defendant -om- 
pany bitterly resisted the cancellation of the 
lease and offered evidence to prove that they 
had done all possible to conserve the gas and 
cap the wells. The witnesses who testified 
were J. H. Neville, the original owner of the 
tract of land upon which the wells are located, 
also Messrs, Sessions, Easton, Smith, Jones, 
Kohler, Crepe and Cross for the plaintiffs, and 
Mr, Linton, president of the defendant com- 
pany, and Hennesy and Eshleman. Judge Metz 
heard all the testimony, which consumed a 
couple of days, and then advised the litigants 
to go out and see if they could not agree and 
settle their difference out of court, After a 
conference the parties made a settlement sat- 
nsfactory to both sides. 

One of the good fields of Wyoming is the 
Grass Creek field, in Hot Springs county. This 
field as now developed shows about seven 
miles in length and about one mile wide, and 
there is an abundance of water for drilling pur- 
poses. There are about twenty strings of 
tools at work in the field, which has a daily 
production of close to 8,000 barrels. 

Greybull, Wyoming, expects to be an im- 
portant refining center when the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana completes its big oil re- 
finery at that place. Preliminary surveys have 
been made and the company has perfected its 
gane for the erection of a modern refining 

ant.

Another slash in credit-balance quotatio 
made on August 8, brought the price of high 
grade Caddo oil down to $1.15 a barrel, the 
same grade that was bringing $1.55 up to July 
25, when the firsi cut was made. 

Production figures show a slight improvement 
over those of the previous week, a decrease of 
170 barrels in the daily average of Cac 
being more than offset by an increase of 
barrels in De Soto and Red River The dai 
average production of the entire field was 
Dent arrels, of which 14,595 barrels were pr« 
duced in De Soto and Red River and 16,t4u0 
barrels in Caddo and Northeastern Texas Al 
though only six completions resulted from the 
week's operations, a much better showing was 
made than during the previous week, four pro 
ducing oil wells having an initial production 
of 915 barrels, with one gas well and only one 
dry hole, while jast week the initial produc 
tion from nine producing wells was but 610 
barrels 

The most interesting completion of the week 
was made in De Soto parish, the Producers 
Oil Company getting a 750-barrel well on the 
Grand Bayou Planting Company's lease in 
section 25-15-12, north of the old Naborton 
field and making an important extension of the 
pool. Several attempts had been made in the 
early days of the De Soto field, to get oil in 
this vicinity, and on account of failures the

The plaintiffs contended the two holding 


companieg are devices to enable the minority 
stockholders, the Stewarts, to absolutely con- 
trol the Union Oil Company. It was argued 
that the Stewarts own upward of 17 per cent. 
of the outstanding shares of the Union and 
that with this 17 per cent. they have sab- 
solute control of that corporation and the 
power to elect a majority of its directors. 
The purpose of the Stewarts, it was held, 
in devising the system of holding companies, 


was to secure to themselves the control of 
the Union. 

The defendants contends] that the only 
motive in incorporating the two holding 


companies was to secure a stability and con- 
tinuation of the policy which insured to the 


benefit of all of the stockholders: that the 
incorporation was for a lawful purpose, un- 
der the laws of California, and when So or- 


ganized the holding companies became ac- 
tual, legal and beneficial concerns. 

The case has been one of the hardest 
fought in the annals of the Los Angeles 
courts. The decision by Judge Myers will not 
only be on this one case, but will show the 
attitude of the court on all holding compa- 
nies For this reason it has been: closely 


watched by other oil corporations 
As to the progress of the Union during the 


trial, it has continued as though notning had 
happened. The financial condition of the 
corporation is excellent, os has been made 
public by several statements issued by the 
present controlling regime. The Union Oil

Gasoline Report Ready for Final 
Sanction by Commission. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 

The Federal Trade Commission met to- 
day and Saturday to consider the draft 
of its report on the price of gasoline. 
This report with such changes as have 
been made under the direction of the 
commission is expected to be in galley 
proof by Saturday and the commission 
hopes during these two days to give their 
final sanction to it. It is likely that there 
will be comsiderable discussion over the 
wording of the report, which has received 
many corrections since the first draft 
was made by Dr. Haney. 

t the Federal Trade Commission Fri- 
it was stated that probably the com- 
ssion’s report on the cause of the high 
price of gasoline will not be submitted 
to Congress or given to the public be- 
fore September 4. It was expected that 
the report would be ready a week €ar- 
lier than the date indicated, but addi- 
tional revision is likely to cause delay. 






Excessive Freight Rate on Coal-Tar 
Waste Protested. 


Washington, Aug. 19, 1916. 

Alleging excessive rate charges on coal- 

ur Waste (napthalene) shipped from Den- 
ver, Colo., to Lorain, Ohio, Emanue 
Metzger, a resident of Kingston, N. Y., 
lias brought complaint to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission against the New 
Yurk, Chicago and St. Louis tailroad 
(Company, et al. Mr. Metzger is engaged 
at Lorain, Ohio, in the purchase of coal- 
tur waste from which he manufactures 
ilake naphthalene, doing business under 
the name of the Nitrated Chemicals Com- 
pany. The railroads charge 82.8 cents per 
i0g pounds in carloads for the transpor- 
tation from Denver to Lorain of coal-tar 
waste, valued at from 2% to about 
cents per 10 pounds, and the freight rate 
miplained of is in excess of the value 

of the commodity. The complainant suys 
that very low rates are actually tixed 
tor the transportation of this commodity 
in other sections of the country, for ex- 
ample frora Birmingham, Ala., to King- 
ston, N. Y., the present charge in carload 
luts being 314% cents per 100 pounds. He 
says that depending upon his right to a 
luw rate for the shipment of crude nap- 
thalene, he entered into a contract with 
the Denver Gas and Electric Light Com- 
pany to purchase large quantities of this 
material, but tinds himself at a disadvan- 
tage because of the high rate, The com- 
jJainant suys that the defendant railroads 
uve named a through or combinaticn 
rate on this product from Denver to Lo- 
rain of @.8 cents per 100 pounds, carload 
lots, in effect July 1, 1916, but alleges this 
new rate to be far in excess of a reason- 
able and just rate which he claims shor 
not be more than 2144 cents per 100 pounds 









Exhaustive Report on Public Land 
Oil Matters Compiled for 
Distribution. 


Most people engaged in the oil business 
in the States containing public lands be- 
lieve that the policy of withdrawing oil 
lands from entry began in 199, and that 
the jirst withdrawals were based on a 
desire to conserve the country’s natural 
resources. AS a matter of fact, the first 
oil-land withdrawals of any consequence 
were made in 140 and were based on 
petitions from oil operators who wished 
to be protected against the filing of agri- 
cultural entries covering the lands they 
were prospecting. The ‘oil placer’ wt 
had been in operation about three years, 
the vil industry of the West was just en- 
tering On the remarkable activity which 
it still maintains, and demands came 
from practically every new field for the 
withdrawal of lands from agricultural fil- 
ing so that drilling might be carried on 
unhampered. in 190, 191, and 182 more 
than twenty withdrawal orders were is- 
sued by the General Land Office covering 
large areas in California, Oregon, and 
Wyoming. 

After this withdrawal fever came a re- 
action. The withdrawn area was large 
and included much agricultural land, and 
intending entrymen and selectors called 
for restoration. As a result there were 
three restorations in 192, thirteen in 
1903, and twelve in 1904. Then there was 
a quiescent period, followed by one re- 
storation in 1906 and six in 197. One of 
the early withdrawal orders was not can- 
celed until 1910, and another, involving 
several townships, was left outstanding 
until 1912. Both were in territory which 
has not proved to be oil bearing. 

Meanwhile, members of the Geological 
Survey, Department of the Interior, work- 
ing in the California fields became im- 
pressed with the need of the oil operators 
for protection against agricultural filings 
during the drilling period, and in iM7 a 
large area in California was withdrawn 
on their recommendation. Similar with- 
drawals were made in 19S and 1909, in- 
cluding lands in Oregon and Louisiana, 
as Weli as California, These withdrawals, 
although essentially similar to the early 
land office orders, were more closely con- 
fined to prospective oil territory; they

POISON MAILING BILL TO 
PERFECT PRESENT LAWS 





Kern-Doremus Measures in Senate 
and House Introduced at Instance 
of N. A. M. M. P. to Put an End 
to Existing Deplorable Conditions, 

Washington, Aug. 18, 1916. 
At the imstance of the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers of Medicinal prod- 
ucts a bill to amend the existing section 

217 of the United States Criminal Code 

in regard to the mailing of poisons, has 

been introduced in Congress, by Sen- 
ator Kern in the Senate and by Repre- 
sentative Doremus in the House. The 
amendment affects poisons and articles 
containing poisons which are not of their 
own force dangerous or injurious to life, 
health or property, and is drawn up with 
a view to superceding the provisions of 
the existing law which makes such items 
unmailable, no matter how necessary 
they may be to art, science or industry. 

The present law, however, does per- 
mit mailing ‘according to regulations” 
to be established by the Postmaster- 
General, but as such regulations have 
never been formulated the result is ban- 
ishment from the mails of such poisons 
and compounds containing poisons. The 
existing section, with the proposed 
amendments, is as follows:— 


A BILL TO AMEND SECTION 217 
OF THE UNITED STATES 
CRIMINAL CODE. 


(Note :—To read Section 217 of the 
United States Criminal Code as it 
now is omit words underlined be- 
low; to read the same section as it 
will be if amended omit words in 
brackets.) 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, that Sec- 
tion 217 of the Criminal Code of the United 
States be amended so as to read as follows:— 

Sec. 217. All kinds of poisons and all 
articles and compositions containing poison 
which are outwardly or of their own force 
dangerous or injurious to life, health or 
property; and all other poisons, and articles 
and compositions containing poisons so in-

Chicago Doctors Named in “Diploma 
Mill” Charges.

Judge Walker’s court alleging that the 
Chicago College of Medicine and Surgery 
in conducting a diploma mill.

008,946, an Increase of 440 Establishments and 
$30,067,344 Over 1909. 


Washington, ‘Aug. 18, 1916. 
A summary of the, general results of 
the 1914 census of manufactures for the 
production of druggists’ preparations, 
patemt and proprietary medicines ind 
compvuunds, and perfumery and cosmetics 
has been issued by the Bureau of the 
Census, 


“Druggists’ preparations’’ include all 
materials for use by druggists in com- 
pounding medicines to be dispensed upon 
physicians’ prescriptions or orders. These 
comprise tinctures, fluld extracts, medi- 
cinal sirups, and other liquid prepara- 
tions; pills, tablets, powders, etc.; alka- 
loids and derivatives (cocaine, codein, 
morphine, quinine, and strychnine); syn- 
thetic medicinal preparations, such as 
acetanilid, acetphenetidin, phenolphtha- 
lein, saccharin, methylsalicylate, etc.; 
medicinal metals and their salts (bro- 
mides, acetates, citrates, bismuth, etce.); 
and biological products, such as serums, 
vaccines, toxins, ete 

“Patent and proprietary medicines” 
are those sold under the protection of a 
patent, copyright, or trademark, or pre- 
pared according to a secret formula; a 
“patent and proprietary compounds” in- 
clude all such compounds not intended 
for medical use, such as fire-extinguisher 
compounds, household ammonia, insecti- 
cides, etc. 

“Perfumery and cosmetics’ comprise 
cologne, toilet waters, face powders, cold 
cream, etc., and perfumes, 

Concerns engaged in drug grinding as 
their principal business are not inciuded 
in this industry. 

Each establishment is classed, accord- 
ing to its principal products, im one of th: 
three branches of the industry, but in 
many cases one establishment manutac- 
tures products pertaining to more than 
one branch, and there is a considerable 
production of these commodities by es- 
tablishments classified in other inmdus- 
tries. 





Establishments, Products, and Ma- 


terials. 


Reports for 1914 were received from 
4,082 establishments, with products val- 
ued at $172,008.94. The number of estab- 
lishments in 1914 exceeded that in 189 by 
440, or 12.1 per cent., and the value of 
the products increased during the five- 
year period by $30,067,344, or 21.2 per cent. 

The materials reported as consumed 
by all establishments in 1914 comprised 
118,282 pounds of opium, 516,18) ounces 
of morphine or derivatives thereof, 411,- 
255 cocaine or derivatives 
thereof, 13,089 ounces of heroin, and 23,- 
9 cunces of diacety! morphine. 

Of the 4.082 establishments reported for 
all three branches of the industry, SS) 
were located in New York, 391 in Illinois, 
#3 in Pennsylvania, 267 in Ohio, 234 in 
Missouri, 179 in Massachusetts, 161 in In- 
diana, 155 in Michigan, 1482 in California, 
134 in New Jersey, and 107 in Minnesota, 
and the remaining 1,109 establishmen 
were distributed among 34 States, rang- 
ing from 99 in Iowa to 1 im Arizona. The 
States for which no establishments were 
reported are Idaho, Nevada, New Mex- 
ico, and Wyoming.

Drugeists’ Preparations. 


The manufacture of druggists’ prep- 

arations in 1914 was reported by 438 es- 
tablisiments, with products valued at 
$45,624,966. At the census of 199 there 
were reported 375 establishments, with 
products valued at $43,958,479. The in- 
crease in number of establishments thus 
amounted to 16.8 per cent., and in value 
of products to 10.6 per cent. 

The production of liquid prepara- 
tions, such as tinctures, fluid extracts, 
and medicinal sirups, reported for 1914 
was valued at $13,900,402, and of pills, 
tablets, powders, ete., at $10,903,056. 
These figures, however, are to be con- 
sidered os representing only an approx- 
imate distribution of these classes of 
goods because of the inability of the 
manufacturers in many cases to make 
separate reports for certain products. 

‘he manufacture of alkaloids and 
their derivatives in 1914 was reported 
in 142 establishments, with products 
valued at $11,493,168. Of these establish- 
ments, 27 were located in New York, 17 
in Pennsylvania, 13 in Illinois, 8 in .Ohio, 
and 7 in New Jersey, and the remain- 
ing 70 were distributed among 27 Siates.

384,996 was reported by 72 establishments, 
of which 17 were located in New York 
and 10 in Pennsylvania, the remaining 45 
being distributed among 20 States. 

The manufacture of medicinal metals 
and their salts, valued at $732,307, was 
reported by 47 establishments, of which 
16 were located in New York and 11 in 
Pennsylvania, the remaining 20 being dis- 
tributed among 11 States. 

The manufacture of serums, vaccines, 
toxins, and other biological products, 
to the value of $6,223,475, was reported by

Increasing competition among specu- 
lative drug operators has_ recently 
brought about not only a further lower- 
ing of prices named by these interests 
themse!ves, but also a compulsory re- 
duction of asking figures by importers 
and first-hand dealers in numerous 
crude and semi-finished drugs and by 
manufacturers in several medicinal 
products. Foremost among the week’s 
price changes in the medicinal list have 
been a sharp reduction in the prices 
asked for quinine salts by the domestic 
makers and a pronounced advance in 


the quotations for refined camphor an- 
nounced at first by the domestic manu- 
facturers and followed closely by similar 
action on the part of the importers of 
the Japanese refined gum. The quinine 
manufacturers’ lowering of prices for all 
their salts has been due to their un- 
easiness on the score of insistent under- 
selling by second hands, while the uplift 
in refined camphor has been based upon 
the noteworthy rise in the cost of the 
crude gum. Buying operations have 
continued confined to small proportions, 
as usual at this season of the year. 

Aside from the upward movement in 
camphor there have been few advances 
of consequence in any part of the drug 
market of late, although a distinctly 
stiffening tendency has been noted in 
such native American botanical products 
as cascara sagrada bark and golden seal 
and senega roots. On the other hand, 
the recent production of American- 
grown belladonna and digitalis leaves 
have served to keep prices of the for- 
eign-grown goods within slightly lower 
figures. In addition to the advances al- 
ready mentioned there has been a de- 
cided strengthening of the glycerin mar- 
k>t, following the withdrawal of several 
relatively cheap second-hand lots, which 
has left the domestic manufacturers in 
virtual control of the situation, and an 
outright marking up of prices has also 
occurred in saccharin, Cartagena ipecac 
root, acetphenetidin, on a growing scarc- 
ity; in cerium oxylate, cocoa butter, liq- 
uid guaiacol, guarana, synthetic musk, 
buckthorn bark, red and yellow cin- 
chona quills, bergamot oil, caraway oi', 
West Indian sweet orange oil, pepper- 
mint oil in bulk, wormwood oil, Curacao 
aloes in gourds, senna pods, echinacea 
root, Belgian valerian root, quince seed 
and India popy seed.

lavender, blue malva and Valencia or 
Spanish saffron flowers, gum olibanum, 
Aleppo gum, tragacanth, Tinnevelly 
senna and thyme leaves, galangal and 
gentian roots, white squills, Spanish 
anise, caraway, celery, cumin Manchu- 
rian hemp and Dutch poppy seeds, 
Japan wax and almost all the crud?

An intimation of growing scarcity of 
botanical drugs in Germany, in con- 
sequence of the long-drawn-out conflict 
abroad, has been received of late in 
the announcement made by the Prus- 
sian Minister of Commerce to the edu- 
cational authorities and schools in 
Prussia of a shortage in numerous 
vegetable drugs in that country and 
pointing out the importance of having 
the school children collect indigenous 
pharmaceutical plants, while also rec- 
ommending the cultivation and collec- 
tion of many herbs, leaves and roots 
by the children and their instructors.

Only a light demand is noted for the 
basic narcotic on domestic or export 
account and New York importers 
therefore continue to offer their stocks 
freely on a basis of $10.90 per pound 
for Turkey druggists’ quality in cases, 
to which level they recently lowered 
their prices, while still quoting their 
powdered and granular grades at $12.05. 
There is now little inquiry for the 
Persian gum, as plenty of Turkey 
goods are available, but latest offers 
of the former description have been 
made on a parity of $8.50 in bond, 
while Turkish has been offered at $8 
in bond. 

No opium is reported to have been 
in bond at the port of Boston on Au- 
gust 1, although at the corresponding 
date last year there were 217 pounds 
valued at $1,137, in bonded warehouse 
at that port. 


MORPHINE. 


Despite the recent sharp reduction of 
prices for opium, domestic manufac- 
turers of this derivative continue to 
hold their output firmly on a bulk 
basis of $5.50 for the muriate and sul- 
phate forms in 25-ounce lots, in one 
delivery. Export business has dimin- 
ished to meager proportions and do- 


mestic consumers are buying only 
sparingly. 

CODEINE. 
Domestic consumers have limited 


their purchases to very small lots of 
late and foreign users are buying only 
inconsequential quantities. American 
manufacturers are still maintaining 
their output on a bulk basis of $8.50 


for the alkaloid description, in 10- 
ounce lots, in one delivery. 

QUININE. 
Seemingly unfounded fears, that 


tired speculative operators and other 
second hands might gain control of 
the situation, despite the compara- 
tively meager character of their stocks, 
by persistently underselling them, 
have stampeded the American salts 
manufacturers into lowering their 
prices for all descriptions of their 
product. These domestic makers have 
cut their asking figures for the sul- 
phate to the extent of 10c. and are now 
offering their output on contract on a 
bulk basis of 65c. per ounce in 100- 
ounce tins, although the import cost 
of the salts is now equivalent to 68c. 
The impelling cause of this price slash- 
ing by American salts manufacturers 
was found in the offering of relatively 
small ‘‘outside’”’ lots by the speculative 
interests, who had paid from $1 to $2 
per ounce for their holdings, at 70c. to 
74c. and in the intimation that some 
goods might be obtained at 67c. in lots 
of 100 to 500 ounces and even 1,000 
ounces. The reduction of 10c. per 
ounce in the prices named by the 
manufacturers for the sulphate and bi- 
sulphate has made the revised quota-

ACETPHENETIDIN. — Spot stocks 
have been reduced to very meager pro- 
portions of late and local holders have 
raised their prices $2 per pound to a 
minimum of $35 and have already made 
several sales at that figure. 

AMBERGRIS.—In consequence of the 
realization that the 1916 yield of this 
valuable praiduct has proved excep- 
tionally small, local importers and 
other handlers have taken very firm 
views of the market and are now hold- 
ing their stocks at $10@15, as to qual- 
ity, for the black, and at $22@28, ac- 
cording to quality, for the gray de- 
scriptions. The 1916 season’s catch has 
recently arrived at New Bedford, 
where it has been noted that the yield 
igs considerably smaller than that for 
last year. 

ANTIPYRINE.—Slightly freer offer- 
ings of this coal-tar medicinal product 
have brought about a downward re- 
vision of prices to $20@28. 

ANTIMONY.—Despite a recent uplift 
in the cost of antimony metal, domes- 
tic manufacturers of the needle prep- 
aration have lowered their prices 5c. 
further, as their production has been 
augmented of late while the demand 
has waned, and are now quoting their 
goods at 20c. for the powdered grade. 
Some second hands are offering this 
article at even lower figures, repre- 
sented by the range of 17@19c. 

BARIUM.—A slight recession has oc- 
curred of late in the prices named for 
barium nitrate, which is now being 
quoted in some quarters at l5c., though 
held in others at 16c. A recent offer 
at 11@12c. appears to have been with- 
drawn. 

BENZOL.—Pure water white goods 
have been marked down by some manu- 
facturers of late to 65c., on augmented 
production, but the 90 per cent. water 
white grade, which is in very light 
supply, continues to be held at Tic. 

BISMUTH.—Second hands have of- 
fered subnitrate as low as $2.75 in some 
instances of late, although generally 
asking $3, but the domestic manufac- 
turers are still demanding $3.10@3.15. 

CAMPHOR MONOBROMATED.—In 
recognition of the recent reduction in 
the cost of bromine, domestic manu- 
facturers of this preparation have 
lowered their prices 35c. to $2.80@2.85, 
despite the recent sharp uplift of prices 
for refined camphor. 

CAN THARIDES.—Russian beetles 
are once more available in fairly liberal 
quantities and local handlers have 
therefore lowered their prices to $6.50@ 
7 for the whole flies though still ask- 
king $7.50@8 for the powdered descrip- 
tion. Chinese blistering flies continue 
to be quoted at $1 for the whole and 
at $1.20 for the powdered variety. 

CERIUM OXYLATE.—In view of a 
growing shortage of this article, local 
holders have raised their prices 5c, to 
60@62c. 

CHLORAL HYDRATE.—Second 
hands have recently taken easier views 
and heve offered their goods at $1.75@

continue to quote $1.75@2. 

COCOA BUTTER.—With a _ recent 
augmentation of buying operations on 
the part of confectionery and other 
consumers, which: has been accom- 
panied by slackened production of both 
cocoa powder and butter by leading 
manufacturers, prices for the butter 
have been raised to a@ minimum of 
41c. in bulk, while up to 41%c. is being 
asked in some quarters for prime do- 
mestic goods. Wrapped fingers in 
twelve-pound boxes continue to be 
quoted, however, at 48@45c., according 
to. brand.” 

CODLIVER OIL.—A recent further 
stiffening of the views of the refiners 
in Norway has prevented a break in 
Norwegian oil, similar to that which 
has occurred, under keen competition, 
in Newfoundland oil, and local holders 
are still asking a minimum of $140 for 
the Norwegian goods while quoting up 
to $165 for some brands of this oil. A 
further reduction has ben made, how- 
ever, in the figures asked for New- 
foundland. oil, some local importers 
now offering at $75, though a majority 
are still holding-out for $80. 

COLOCYNTH.—Trieste apple pulp 
has been quoted down of late, under 
increasing competition and a flagging 
demand, to 55., while the whole apples 
are now being quoted at 20@22c.

both barrels and bags is being quoted 
for crude goods. 

ERGOT.—Russian goods are in freer 
supply, and, as the demand has slack- 
ened still further of late, prices have 
been marked down again, this time to 
70@72%c. Spanish goods are still being 
firmly held at 80@S85c. 

GLYCERIN.—Second hands, who re- 
cently were offering comparatively smal! 
lots of the chemically pure goods at 35c. 
in drums, have withdrawn from the 
market within the last few days, leav- 
ing the field almost entirely to domestic 
refiners, who are now declining to shade 
364ec. for C. P. in drums, and are asking 
374ec. for this grade in cans.

TANNIC.—Manufacturers continue to 
offer the crystals on contracts to regular 
customers at 66@66%c. and the pow- 
dered. U. S. P. grade at 65@65'sc., while 
second hands are quoting the crystals 
at 71@72c. and the powdered U. S. P. 
goods at 69c. 

BALSAMS. 


COPAIBA.—Augmented supplies and 
freer offerings have weakened the mar- 
ket for this balsam slightly of late, and 
leading importers are now quoting 
South American goods at 68@65c. and 
Para at 60@65c. Early in the week a 
few lots of South American goods were 
offered at 60@63c., and some lots of 
Para goods were quoted at 52%@55c., 
but these offers were later withdrawn. 

TOLU.—Keen competition inspired the 
making of some offers of this balsam 
early in the week at 36c., but of late 
such offers were withdrawn and leading 
local importers are now demanding 37@ 
39c. again. 

BARKS. 

BUCKTHORN.—A growing scarcity 
of the genuine bark has inspired a fur- 
ther uvlift of prices by local holders 
to 35@86c. 

CACAKA SAGRADA.—Offers of new 
peel bark are now being made at 6%c. 
on the Pacific Coast, equivalent to 7c. 
delivered here, and latest advices from 
the primary markets state that the old 
crop goods are exhausted there. Local 
handlers continue to hold their stocks 
of 1915 crop bark at 7%4c., while still 
asking 8@9c. for two-year-old goods 
and 9@10c. for three and four-year-old 
goods. A stronger undertone pervades 
the entire market. 

CINCHONA.—Both red and yellow 
quills have been marked up bc. further 
of late to 35c., while broken goods have 
also been advanced to 28@30c. and sev- 
eral sales of the quills have recently 
been made at 35c. Inquiries have been 
received of late for 10,000 to 15,000 
pounds of cinchona bark, and even the 
grinding grade is being strongly main- 
tained at 22@28c., according to quality, 
as the quinine salts makers have re- 
cently absorbed almost all available 
supplies and stocks have been reduced 
to very meager proportions, without 
much prospect for a speedy and ade- 
quate replenishment. 

BERRIES. 

SLOE.—Sales of exceptionally high 

quality goods have recently been made 


at 80c., but a majority of local han- 
dlers continue to quote at 65@70c. 
BEANS. 


TONKA.—Freer offerings, a flagging 
demand and increasing competition 
have combined to lower prices for An- 
gostura goods to 80@85c. Para beans 
are still being quoted at 50@55c. and 
crystallized Surinams at 70@7ic. Latest 
arrivals have included twenty-one 
casks and fifty-seven barrels on the 
steamship Crown of. Galicia from 
Demerara. 

VANILLA.—Steadily increasing pur- 
chasing operations on the part of ex- 
tract makers, whose supplies are being 
rapidly reduced by the seasonable tak- 
ings of the ice cream and soda water 
supply interests, have stiffened still 
further the views of the New York 
operators in Mexican, South American 
and Tahiti beans and a strong tone 
pervades the entire market. Bourbon 
beans, however, continue compera- 
tively weak, although in only moder- 
ate supply. As it is still figured that 
the 1915-1916 Mexican crop will not ex- 
ceed 185,000 pounds of whole beans and 
cuts, as compared with a normal yield 
of 360,000 pounds of both descriptions, 
while the outlook for the 1916-1917 crop 
of these beans is far from bright, local 
handlers are still holding their stocks 
very strongly at $4.50@6, according to 
brand, for Mexican whole beans and 
at $3.75@4.25, as to quality, for cuts. 
Bourbon beans, however, continue to be 
offered at $2.60@3, as to quality, in 
most local quarters, although advices 
from the producing island still tell of 
heavy curtailment of the new crop by 
pests and failure of the cultivators to 
replant worn-out vines in some in- 
stances for at least three years. South 
American goods are in only scanty sup- 
ply and closely concentrated. These 
beans are firmly maintained by local 
operators at $3.25@3.50, as to quality, 
for Guadaloupe goods of the 1915 crop, 
while a few especially. choice lots of 
this and older crops are being main- 
tained at $3.75 and $4. Tahitis are in 
very light supply here and on the 
Pacific Coast and are generally being 
strongly held by local operators at 
$1.60@1.65 for the white label goods, al- 
though occasionally offered at $1.55. 

ESSENTIAL OILS. 

BERGAMOT.—Advices from Sicilian 
markets, telling of a further sharp ad- 
vance in the prices asked for this 
Messing essence which had carried its 
import cost up to $6.50@6.55, were re- 
flected only partially in a marking up 
of prices by local importers to $5.50@ 
5.55. Further reflection of the latest 
uplift in the primary centers, Palermo 
and Cetania, which has so. far 
amounted to $1 per pound, are gen-

erally looked for in tihe local trade. 

CARAWAY.—In view of a growing 
shortage of this vil,’ local handlers 
have -raised their prices 10c. further 
and are now asking $3.10%93.25, although 
the cost of the seed hes been lowered 
materially of late. 

CEDAR LEAF.—Although the leaf 
oil is still being quoted at 80@85c., 
wood oil has been marked down a 
cent to 14@16c., under incre‘asing com- 
petition and a diminishing demand. 

CITRONELLA.—Ceylon oil in cases 
has been offered of late at the same 
figures as that in drums, in conse- 
quence of growing competition and a 
seasonably flagging demand, the 
quotation for the goods in both styles 
of container being 52@53c. Java oil 
continues to be held at 90@95c. Latest 
arrivals have included _ thirty-five 
drums from Colombo. 

JUNIPER BPERRIES.—Rectified oil 
is in only light supply and very st.rong- 
ly maintained at §$8.25@8.50 in .most 
Tocal quarters, though still offered in 
a very small way, in a few quarters, 
at $7.25. Several sales have recently 
been made at $8.25. 

ORANGE.—West Indian sweet or- 
ange oil has been marked up slightiy 
of late, on diminishing supplies, and is 
now being held at a minimum of $2.66, 
while up to $2.76 is being asked in some 
quarters. Italian sweet orange oil con- 
tinues to command $2.75@3, according 
to brand, and bitter orange oil is still 
quoted at $2.25@2.75. 

PEPPERMINT.—Latest reports from 
the leading producing regions and 
especially from “Michigan have indi- 
cated of a poor yield from this year’s 
crop. Local handlers have therefore 
stiffened their views and are now ask- 
ing a minimum of $1.90, white quoting 
$2 and up to $2.10 in some instances 
for this oil in bulk. One well known 
brand prepared in bottles, is still being 
strongly maintained at $2.65@2.70. 

WORMWOOD.—A majority of local 
handlers of this oil are now asking 
$2.75@2.85, although a few small lots 
are still available at $2.50. 

WINTERGREEN. — Synthetic win- 
tergreen oil, or methyl salicylate, is be- 
ing offered more freely by speculative 
interests desirous of converting at least 
a part of their holdings into cash and, 
as the output of this phenol derivative 
has also been augmented still further 
of late, the quotation continues to in- 
clude as low a figure as $2, although 
still embracing $2.10. Sweet birch oil 
continues to be quoted at $2.50@2.75 
and leaf oil, or gaultheria, is still be- 
ing held at $3.85@4. 


FLOWERS. 


ARNICA.—With a further waning of 
the demand, prices have been lowered 
for these flowers to the extent of 5c. 
more, making the revised. quotation 
55@60c. 

LAVENDER.—With free offerings 
and a flagging demand, prices for these 
flowers have been reduced to 16@18c. 
for the ordinary description and to 22 
@30c. for the select grades. 

MALVA.—Blue malva flowers have 
been marked down to the extent of 
50c., under keener competition and a 
diminishing demand, and are now be- 
ing quoted at $1@1.25. 

SAIFRON.—Tired holders have be- 
come more desirous of realizing on 
their stocks of Valencia or Spanish 
flowers of late, and have therefore cut 
their prices 25c. further to $10.50@10.70. 
American flowers, which are of Mexi- 
can origin, are still being strongly held, 
however, at $1.75@1.85. 


MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ALOES.—Curacao aloes in gourds are 
in very scanty supply, recent additions 
to spot supplies having been rapidly ab- 
sorbed, and local holders are again ask- 
ing a minimum of 30c., although this 
gum in cases continues to be quoted at 
9@9 ce. 

ARABIC.—Further additions to spot 
stocks by imports from London have 
kept supplies comparatively liberal, and 
local handlers have therefore continued 
to offer the amber sorts at 15c. in most 
quarters, while offering some lots of 
amber goods as low as l4c., although 
asking 26@27c. for the white sorts. 

CAMPHOR.—A noteworthy upward 
movement has occurred in the prices 
asked for refined gum by domestic re- 
finers as well as by importers of the 
Japanese refined product within the 
week, in consequence of the recent 
sharp rise in the cost of the crude gum 
in Japan. The domestic refiners took 
the initiative, with an announcement of 
an advance of a cent, which they fol- 
lowed with a jump of 4c. a pound, plac- 
ing their revised quotations on a bulk 
basis of 60c. for their refined boods in 
barrels, 60%c. in case of 100 blocks, 61c. 
in squares of four ounces, 62%c. for 16s 
in one-pound cartons and 63@63%c. for 
24s and 32s in one-pound cartons. Im- 
porters of the Japanese refined gum 
thereupon lifted their prices to 60@60%c. 
for the 2%-pound slabs to 60%@é6lc. for 
the one-pound blacks, to 61c. for ounce 
tablets and 24s and 32s. Latest arrivals 
at the local port have included fifty- 
three cases for warehouse and 450 cases 
for consumption on the steamship Man- 
churia from London and 145 cases on 
the steamship Alaunia, also from Lon- 
don. Advices from London stated that 
a well-known drug house in that center 
had closed a contract for the delivery of 
1,000 cases of 2%-pound slabs of Japa- 
nese camphor monthly during the first 
half of next year.

Saturday Noon, Aug. 1916. 


A gradual hardening of caustic soda 
and soda ash prices has taken place 
during the interval. Resale lots of 
both of these items seem to be of 
smaller dimensions and sellers who 
have attempted to fill orders in the 
open market have not found so much 
material for sale. There is still a mod- 
erate quantity of bleaching powder in 
large drum containers available for 
immediate shipment and spot prices 
at the close recorded a slight decline 
for the week. Makers of bleach claim 
to have their output well under con- 
tract and it seems to be the resale of- 
ferings that are depressing spot prices. 
Acetic acid has been shaded on spot 
and competition shows signs of grow- 
ing keener. Spot nitric acid is also 
lower and so is oleum. Oxalic acid 
has ruled steady at former quotations. 
Antimony oxide and needle antimony, 
glassmakers’ grade, have been reduced 
5c. per pound to 25c. and 20c., respec- 
tively. Carbonate of copper may be 
quoted one cent lower at 34c. a pound. 
Resale lots of chlorate of soda and 
chlorate of potash continue to keep 
the spot markets for these items in 
an unsettled condition. High test 
caustic potash is in limited local sup- 
ply, but the relatively high prices are 
preventing much activity on the part 
ef consumers. Blue vitriol and white 
arsenic remain quiet at ately prevail- 
ing quotations. Red arsenic is in ex- 
ceedingly limited supply and quoted 
65@70c. per pound in a small way. Be- 
low is a detailed market report of the 
principal items of chemical interest, 
also a summary of the Liverpool and 
Philadelphia chemical markets. 


HEAVY CHEMICALS. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The 
tone of this market continues steady. 
It is possible a little resale stock can 
be picked up under makers’ quota- 
tions, but it is doubtful if any large 
quantity could be secured. Producers 
quote the market for car lots, prompt 
shipment, at 1.65c, in barrels and 1.75c. 
in kegs. A premium of 1-5c. is exacted 
by producers for deliveries in this ter- 
ritory, less the usual discount terms. 
The contract price for 1917 shipment 
was unchanged at 1.50c. per pound, 


BLEACHING POWDER.—The spot 
market is a shade easier owing to 
keener competition among holders of 
resale stock. The market may be 


quoted from 4%4c. to 5%c. per pound, 
the price depending on quantity, seller 
and size of container. Small export 
packages are bringing a premium over 
large drums, 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The position of 
this market appears to be growing 
stronger, Spot offerings are gradually 
Passing into consuming channels and 
the sold-up condition of makers is hav- 
ing a steadying effect, Spot prices 
have ranged from 31éc. to 4c. per pound 
flat for 76 per cent. Straight. Con- 
tracts for next year have been placed 
at 2%c, per pound, basis 60 per cent 

SAL SODA.—Makers’ views are 
steady at lc. per pound f. 0. b. works 
for immediate or forward shipments. 
Demand is reported satisfactory and 
the position of the market is described 
as firm. 

SODA ASH.—A firmer feeling has 
characterized this market during the 
interval and sales for immediate ship- 
ment have been made at 8@3\c. per 
pound flat for light 58 per cent. Con- 
tracts for next year have been booked 
at 1%c. per pound, basis 48 per cent. 
Dense is quoted at 14%,.@114c. per pound, 
basis 48 per cent., for next year ship- 
ments. 

ACIDS, 


A'CETIC.—This market shows a 
slightly easier tone and there is sharp- 
er competition noted for the sale of 
additional lots of the lower sorts. Spot

MURIATIC.—No further change in 
spot prices has been recorded during 
the past week.

ALUM.—Leading sellers report a fair 
miscellaneous inquiry for the different 
grades of alum and the tone of the 
market is steady in all departments.

Sulphate of 
alumina ranges from 3c. to 5%c. a 
pound, according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—Regular contract deliv- 
eries are passing readily into consum- 
ing channels, and there is relatively 
little stock for sale on spot.

Buying of fertilizer materials has 
not reached an active stage and re- 
ports from different centers this week 
indicated a quiet call for stocks on the 
part of mixers. In the South a fair 
demand has been noted for cottonseed 
meal, with fertilizer manufacturers as 
buyers. The price for the latter has 
strengthened under the improved con 
suming call, and the quotation is given 
at $28 per ton for 7 per cent. f. o. b. 
mills. Demand for meal is said to have 
increased as a result of the high prices 
asked for other ammoniates, The men- 
haden fishing season is advancing with- 
out much hopes for fair-sized catch. 
Developments for the interval were 
still unsatisfactory, and prices for fish 


scrap are very firm, and holders are 
not inclined to grant concessions, 
Blood and tankage were slow during 


the week, but prices are still high and 
holders are not forcing matters. Ni- 
trate of soda is offered rather freely 
and some second hands are on the mar- 


ket. Prices were more in buyers’ favor 
Sulphate of amminia is slow abroad, 
but interest here in foreign sulphate- 


is at a low ebb, and domestic offerings 
are making the market practically 
free from competition from fireign ma- 
terial. With export shipments cur- 
tailed the movement of phosphate rock 
is below normal, and that market 
shows no improvement from conditions 
recently reported. Reports from Rus- 
sia say that the demand for fertilizers 
there cannot be filled unless production 
of materials at home is brought up to 
a satisfactory basis, and this is likely 
to result in steps which will make that 
country less dependent of outside 
sources of supply even in_ times ol 
peace. For reports of the Baltimore, 
Chicago and Atlanta fertilizer markets, 
refer to index on page 7. Detailed re- 
ports on the separate articles of 
local market follows:— 

NITROGENOUS FERTLIZERS. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
If anything, the tone to the market 
for blood and tankage was less strong 
than reported a week ago. Demand 
has been quiet, and this has caused 
holders to appear more willing to sell 
though no material change in condi- 
tions can be reported, and any im- 
provement in consuming demand may 
be felt in the way of a firmer market. 
Chicago quotes dried blood at $3 per 
unit of ammonia and high grade tank- 
age at $2.90 and 10. A report from 
London says blood and tankage remain 
scarce and dear. Some parcels of 
South America have been offered of 
late, but as the price asked was in the 
neighborhood of 19s. per unit of am- 
monia for the blood, and 19s. per unit 
of ammonia, and Is. per unit of phos- 
phate for the tankage, no business ap- 
pears to have resulted, according to 
latest advices. 

FISH SCRAP.—The 
son is advancing to a stage where 
hipes of a large catch are out of the 
question, and this is reflected in 
the market for fish scrap, as holders of 
stocks are adopting firm views and 
say that present prices are reasonable 
considering conditions which exist. 
With prices holding at high levels, 
there is no disposition to trade freely 
and consumers ‘are restricting their 
requirements as much as possible. The 
price at Southern works are quoted at 
$3.45 and 10. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—While the 
scarcity of tonnage has been a factor 
in making shipments from the West 
Coast, the figures for July are favor- 
able to producers. Shipments to Eu- 
rope are placed at 107,730 tons and to 
the United States at 112,720 tons. Pro- 
duction in Chile is still large, though 
efforts are being made to curtail the 
output. Stocks are large but this has 
had but little influence in past months 
and, if shipments hold up at present 
levels, the visible supply will not in- 
crease rapidly enough to be a de- 
pressing factor. Further arrivals are 
reported at domestic markets during 
the week and an easy tone has been 
noted. Prices are quoted at $3 per 100 
pounds for spot and prompt shipment. 
Demand for nitrate is still good, with 
the explosives trade taking deliveries 
on old éontracts. Buying for fertilizer 
requirements has not been active and 
some selling pressure has ‘been noted 
on the part of holders who were eager 
to realize. The shipping situation is 
still a prominent~factor on prices de- 
livered at domestic points and prom- 
ises to be so for some time to come. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Ad- 
vices from abroad say that prices are 
holding firm but are unchanged. De- 
mand from sources outside the fer- 
tilizer trade is reported to be good and 
this helps to keep stocks from accu- 
mulating and strengthens prices. : Ex-

port demand for English sulphate is 
not active and this country especially 
is a poor buyer.

poor export buying movement sellers 
are asking a premium for deferred 
shipments and this is taken as a sign

100 pounds. The fertilizer trade has 
not yet been an active buyer of ma- 
terials and this is reflected in the 


market for sulphate but conditions are 
expected to improve shortly, especially 
other ammoniates are high in 
price and this is expected to create 
a better demand for sulphate

On the 
other hand, acid phosphate has declined 
slightly in spite of the trading Advices in- 
dicate that some 15,000 to 20,000 tons have 
been bought in this section within the last 
ten days, notwithstanding which the price has 
fallen 5) cents a ton within that period. The 
new quotations on domestic sulphate have just 
appeared. This product is now selling at 
$2.65, Atlanta. There have been some small 
sales of low-grade tankage, but otherwise this 
market has shown no material activity. Cur- 
rent quotations for round lots are as follows:

While the shipping season for the fertilizer 
trade is at hand and a few orders have al- 
ready come in. perhaps another week will 
elapse before the sellers actually look for 
anything like an active movement in mixtures, 
and meanwhile a disposition exists on the 


part of the buyers of crude stocks to hold off. 
For the present it is not known to what ex- 
tent the trade is supplied with these crude 
stocks, nor do the manufacturers have a very 
definite idea what their final requirements will 
be, much depending upon the way the buyers 
of mixtures take up supplies. The feeling in 
Especially 


the trade is undeniably hopeful. 
the big rise in the price of wheat and other 
agricultural products has raised expectations 


of the sellers of fertilizers regarding the 

uantities of mixtures that will be called for. 
The prevailing belief is that the wants in this 
direction will take on large proportions, and 
preparations are being made accordingly. Of 
course, the situation may change in a short 
time, but just now it is estimated that the 
distribution of mixtures will mark a consid- 
erable gain over last season; and there would 
be a corresponding tendency to lay in stocks 
of crude materials, but the producers of some 
of these materiajs and the sellers of others 
have also taken prevailing conditions into con- 
sideration, and prices have been marked up in 
various directions. This naturally tends to 
check the inquiry, and even if prices are asked, 
the buyers manifest a disposition to hold back 


when they learn what these materials are go- 
ing to cost them. It may be said that the 
quotations are largely, if not entirely, nom- 


inal, but the fact remains that the sellers re- 
gard the situation as wholly warranting the 
increase, and they are very much disposed to 
sit tight. This. of course, tends to emphasize 
the quiet for the present, and no change ts to 
be anticipated until either the belief that the 
quotations will drop is dissipated and the buy- 
ers get their ideas up to those of the sellers, 
or the latter find that the market will not 
meet their figures, and make _ reductions. 
Which side will win out remains to be seen. 
Just now it looks as though the argument 
might be with the sellers, who are accumulat- 
ing stocks, to be sure, but who do not appear 
to have the alightest doubt that they will be 
able to control the market when the actual 
necessities of the manufacturers once begin 
to assert themselves. 

FISH SCRAP.—The unsatisfactory character 
of the fishing for menhaden down the Chesa- 
peake Bay, as well a® on other grounds, has 
caused a fairly steady marking up of the fig- 
ures until the latter are now said to touch 
$3.45 and 10 at factory. Sales are actually re- 
ported to have been made at this price, which 
is so much above what might be regarded as 
an average quotation that the buyers naturally 
hesitate to enter into commitments on such a 
basis. On the other hand, the fish factories 
report that in view of the poor results of the 
fishing the quotations must be considered mod-

of the fishing vessels in the North have dis- 
continued operations, the catch being insuffi- 
cient to pay the cost of keeping the boats in 
commission. That the Chesapeake Bay fleet 
continues out on the grounds is stated to be 
due largely to the excellent prices realized on 
fish oil. According to current estimates, the 


eatch of fish during the whole of the present 
season thus far has not been as large as in the 
course of one month of average years. Under 
the circumstances, therefore, fish scrap may 
be expected to command high prices, and the 
makers of fish brands of mixtures may be 
forced to pay still more if they delay placing 


orders. 

TANKAGE.—Among the 
are maintained at a high level and which for 
the present show a still further tendency to 
move up, the animal ammoniates, with ground 
tankage, stand well to the fore. The large 
Western producers are not in the slightest de- 
gree influenced by the prevailing quiet to make 
concessions They stand very firm on the ad- 
vanced figures that have been put out, feeling 
that the buyers will have to meet their terms 
and that the demand later on will be suffi- 
ciently large to take up all of the tankage 
offered The buyers, for their part, having no 
very urgent demands to take care of, are in- 
clined to hold off on the possibility that the 
sellers may miscalculate, but the recent heavy 
advances in wheat and other farm products 
have naturally tended to strengthen the posi- 
tion of the producers of tankage and corre- 
spondingly made the buyers less sure that they 
will dictate terms. The Western producers 
continue to quote high-grade oil 11 and 15 
ground tankage at $3.30 and 10, c. a. f. bas.s 
Baltimore. Few or no sales are being made 
on this basis, to be sure, but that has not 
affected the quotations any. 

GROUND BLOOD.—Along with tankage, the 
companion ammoniate, ground blood, is very 
firm, even though the South continues, at least 
on the surface, very apathetic. The producers 
are confronted with regard to blood by the 
fact that the cotton growers have not shared 
in the prevailing prosperity to the extent that 
growers of wheat have, but cotton prices also 
have advanced, and the planters stand to re- 
ceive much more for their crops than they 
did not so long ago. This, together with the 
fact that crop conditions have not been extra, 
may be expected to stimulate the demand for 
ground blood when the time comes for the de- 
mand to assert itself Meanwhile the figures 
of $3.35 to 37%, ec. a. f. basis Baltimore, 
are largely nominal, the prospective buyers 
being evidently determined to delay placing or- 
ders as long as possible. 

ACID PHOSPHATE.—The situation with re- 
spect to acid phosphate does not seem to have 
changed materially, if at all, in the last few 
weeks While the inquiry is far from urgent, 
it does not appear that the producers have 
such liberal quantities of acid to sell as to 
cause pressure upon the market. The makers, 
in fact, are still in the position of being able 
to find outside of the fertilizer trade takers 
for sufficient quantities to leave the margin 
available for the fertilizer manufacturers rel- 
atively scant. It may be that the production 
also has undergone some expansion, but the 
requirements of the trade outside of the fer- 
tilizer factories are very responsive, and the 
range of prices is being kept well sustained. 
For the present $10.50 for 14 per cent. and $11 
for 16 per cent. acid phosphate is still being 
asked, and. while these prices are to a certain 
extent nominal, little business being done on 
this basis, the fact remains that they repre- 
sent with a fair degree of accuracy actual 
market values. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The tendency with re- 
spect to nitrate of soda appears to be down- 
ward While the easing off is very gradual 
and no violent declines have taken place, the 
relatively liberal receipts or the absence of 
urgent demands, or a combination of both in- 
fluences, have none the less caused a slow 
recession, which has now carried nitrate down 
to $3 for spot and for the balance of the year. 
This is a drop of 2% cents in the last week, 
and tends to create a feeling among the manu- 
facturers of fertilizers that the quotations may 
Re marked down still more. The outlook for 
he trade, as far as the manufacturers of fer- 
tilizers are concerned, must be regarded as 
promising, even good, and some other causes 
must be sought to account for the decline. 
Perhaps the manufacture of munitions on the 
other side of the Atlantic has been so stimu- 
lated that buyers in the American market are 
less dependent upon the output here, although 
this might in turn be equalized by an in- 
crease in the nitrate shipments to Europe. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—One of the 
crude materials that is holding its own and 
showing decided firmness is sulphate of am- 
monia. The recent advance in this product is 
being maintained, and there is a feeling in 
the trade that a further advance would not 
come as 4 surprise. The stocks entering the 
market here are not large. and with the 
foreign product cutting no figure because of 
the high prices, the domestic output is having 
things fairly well its own way. The current 
figures are around $3.65 to $3.70 per 100 
pounds, with the offerings not so free as to 
suggest impatience on the part of the sellers 
to find takers,

about potash, the situation being precisely 
where it was weeks and even months ago, 
with the exception that the longer the trade 
is compelled to do without potash, the more 
independent it seems to regard itself of this 
material. Members of the fertilizer trade 
make the prediction that when potash once 
again begins to arrive here from Germany the 
shippers will find it as hard to revive the 
trade as it was to create a demand originally. 
Many of the agriculturists seem to be quite 
well satisfied with the results of mixtures that 
contain no potash. 

BONE.—The market for bone has not under- 
gone any change. While the demand appears 
to be on the whole quiet. the offerings are not 
of such proportione as to indicate congestion. 
and the range of prices is very firm at $32 for 
4% and 50 ground raw bone, and $28 for 3 and 
50 ground steamed bone in bulk.

ALBUMEN. There was practically 
no change during the interval in mar- 
ket conditions affecting Chinese egg al- 
bumen. The primary market is firm, 
and, with transportation rates high, the 
prospect is for a firm market. Spot 
offerings are quoted at 73@76c. per 
pound, and shipment prices are at about 
the same level. Fair demand is report- 
ed for imported grades of blood albu- 
men, which are firmly held as far as 
prices are concerned. The quotation is 
given at 34@38c. per pound. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—Some 
sellers of aniline oil say there is a 
stronger tone to the market, due to the 
fact that domestic production has been 
lessened recently. The spot market, 
however, shows very little change, and, 
as supplies are distributed among nu- 
merous sellers, there is considerable 
competition. This tends to prevent any 
actual advances in price, though the 
amount of goods in resellers hands is 
said to be getting lower. Prices quoted 
for spot offerings are around 35c. per 
pound, though some offers have been 
made as low as 30c. per pound. Aniline 
salts are moving moderately, with very 
little feature to the market. As in the 
case of aniline oil, there is a variation 
in price, according to seller. Different 
makes are offered, and this leads to a 
difference in quality, so that quotations 
may be given at 45@60c. per pound, ac- 
cording to grade and seller. 

PICHROMATES.—The market for 
bichromate of soda seems to be slow- 
ly settling for higher price levels. 
This is shown by the fact that while 
26c. per pound was quoted last week, 
the ibest figure heard this week was 
28c., and many sellers had put theirs 
to 30c. and above. These prices, of 
course, refer only to small lots and 
are made iby second hands. Produc- 
ers are quoting from 35c, to 50c. per 
pound, and do not seem eager to enter 
the spot market. In some cases this 
results from the fact that producers 
are sold ahead and in others it is be- 
cause spot prices are not attractive 
and the goods are held off the market 
until prices are advanced more in ac- 


cordance with sellers’ views. On con- 
tracts involving equal monthly deliv- 


eries over all of next year the quota- 
tion is given at 25@30c. per pound, 
according to quantity and seller. Bi-+ 
chromate of potash was firmly held 
during the week, with consuming de- 
mand light. Prices are quoted at 39 
@50c. per pound, with only small 
amounts available at the inside figure.
